The  late  Mr.  C.  E.  Fclford,  who  introduced  bile-beans, 
left  66,953^.  A  fifth  of  his  shares  in  the  undertaking  goes  to 
Dr.  Barnardo's  homes  (p.  747). 

The  South  African  Pill-duty  has  created  such  confusion 
in  the  various  Customs  that  the  authorities  are  now  trying 
to  arrange  some  workable  scheme  (p.  741). 

The  Consumption  of  Opium  in  the  Transvaal  and  other 
parts  of  South  Africa  still  receives  legislative  attention.  We 
report  the  latest  observations  on  p.  741  and  p.  748. 

German  Pharmacists  are  as  discontented  at  present  as  their 
confreres  in  Great  Britain,  a  Bill  dealing  with  pharmacy 
concessions  having  at  last  been  formulated  (p.  753). 

Lime-juice  containing  over  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  pays 
20s.  per  gal.  Customs  duty  when  landed  in  South  Africa. 
An  interesting  case  in  Durban  arising  from  this  is  reported  on 
p.  741. 

Three  registered  chemists  who  have  been  elected  Mayors 
in  England  furnish  interesting  biographies  which,  with  their 
portraits,  are  given  in  this  issue  along  with  other  municipal 
honours  (p.  749). 

Chemists'  Association  Meetings  are  numerous  this_  week, 
and  between  the  portrait  of  Mr.  A.  Hanson,  which  begins  the 
section,  and  Mr.  Idris's  address,  which  ends  it,  there  is  much 
interesting  reading  (p.  755). 

Facts  have  been  submitted  to  us  which  prove  that  the 
glycerin  reported  against  by  the  Middlesex  county  analyst, 
and  referred  to  in  our  issue  of  November  3,  p.  664,  was  not  that 
of  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers.  We  explain  this  on  p.  766,  where 
also  is  a  letter  from  Dr.  Cohen. 

The  Australian  Commonwealth  representative  in  London 
has  informed  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  Commerce 
Act  is  not  to  be  strictly  enforced  at  first,  deliberate  infringe- 
ments only  being  attacked  (p.  739).  See  also  the  note  on 
p.  748  embodying  the  Colonial  Office  view. 

Our  Trade  Report  records  several  important  price-altera- 
tions. Refined  and  crude  camphor,  codeine  and  salts,  mor- 
phine salts,  quinine  and  salts,  camphor  oil,  turpentine, 
vanilla,  and  decorticated  cardamoms  are  all  higher.  Cocaine, 
menthol,  and  cod-liver  oil  are  lower  (p.  763). 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  not,  our  Parliamentary 
Representative  reports,  to  be  further  proceeded  with  this 
session,  but  the  Government  will  reintroduce  it  as  early  as 
possible  next  session  (p.  748).  In  view  of  this  we  again  urge 
concentration  of  retail  chemists'  forces  to  have  amendment  of 
the  Bill  which  will  more  accord  with  their  just  rights  (p.  752). 

Our  Legal  Reports,  besides  dealing  with  the  iron-ox  case 
already  referred  to,  give  particulars  of  an  action  by  Sacco, 
Ltd.,  in  which  the  history  of  that  undertaking  was  narrated 
and  the  failure  of  a  motion  for  a  writ  of  attachment  againEt 
Mrs.  Scale.  Under  the  Dentists  Act  Mr.  G.  S.  Smith,  Chat- 
ham, has  been  fined  201.,  and  under  the  Merchandise-marks 
Act  at  Bradford  a  company  has  been  fined  for  selling  a 
Glauber-salts  mixture  as  "  washing-soda."  A  dispute  between 
two  Llanellv  chemists  is  also  reported  (p.  743). 
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Local  Newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

At  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Hackney  Photographic 
Society,  held  at  King's  Hall,  Hackney,  a  bronze  medal 
(highest  award)  was  conferred  upon  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  for  their  exhibit  of  "Tabloid"  photo- 
graphic chemicals.  ' 

The  young  man.  John  Chapman,  who  gave  his  sweet- 
heart spirit  of  salt  and  then  drank  some  himself,  has  been 
convicted  at  the  Manchester  Assizes  of  murder,  and  was 
sentenced  to  death  on  November  14.  The  pair  agreed  to  die 
together,  but  the  man  recovered. 

A  Christmas  course  of  lectures,  adapted  to  a  juvenile 
auditory,  will  be  delivered  at  the  Royal  Institution  by 
Mr.  W.  Duddell,  on  "  Signalling  to  a  Distance ;  from  Primi- 
tive Man  to  Radiotelegraphy.  "  The  course  of  lectures, 
which  will  be  illustrated  by  experiments,  commences  on 
December  27,  at  three  o'clock. 

At  Manchester  on  November  13,  Frederick  Bailey  was 
charged  with  obtaining  2?.  by  false  pretences  from  Mr. 
'Charlesworth,  chemist  and  druggist,  Didsbury.  It  was 
alleged  that  accused  obtained  the  money  for  a  directory, 
for  which  he  had  no  authority  to  canvass,  but  the  Magistrate 
-dismissed  the  case. 

Bristol  Boyal  Infirmary. 

An  exhaustive  series  of  examinations  of  the  germicidal 
values  of  the  leading  disinfectants  on  the  market  is  about 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  bacteriological  laboratory  of  this 
institution.  The  Secretary  is  prepared  to  receive  samples 
from  such  manufacturers  as  are  desirous  of  submitting  their 
preparations.  The  samples  sent  should  be  accompanied 
with  particulars  and  prices,  and  should  be  received  not  later 
than  December  1. 

Fires. 

T3y  a  fire  which  occurred  in  Hurton  Road,  Grimsby,  on 
"November  8,  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Gooseman,  chemist 
and  druggist,  became  involved,  and  were  badly  damaged. 

A  fire  occurred  on  November  5  at  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
W.  B.  Hubble  &  Co.,  chemists,  Workington.  The  out- 
break originated  in  a  store  adjoining  the  shop  in  John  Street, 
and  was  subdued  before  serious  damage  had  been  done. 

A  fire,  the  cause  of  which  is  officially  returned  as  "  un- 
;  known,"  occurred  on  November  7  in  the  yard  of  premises 
•at  12  and  16  Coleman  Street,  London,  E.C.,  occupied  by 
Messrs. _  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists. 
A  packing-case  containing  some  gallons  of  nitric  acid  and 
methylated  spirits  was  involved  in  flames.  A  private 
hydrant  was  smartly  got  to  work,  and  before  the  engines 
arrived  the  outbreak  was  subdued. 

On  November  11  a  drying-shed  on  the  premises  of  Mr. 
J.  B.  Winders,  chemical-manufacturer,  Eyre  Street,  Bir- 
mingham, was  found  to  be  on  fire.  A  jet  was  attached  to 
the  main,  but  the  fire  being  a  somewhat- awkward  one  to  get 
at,  it  was  not  until  after  forty  minutes'  work  that  the  out- 
break was  sufficiently  extinguished  to  leave  two  men  in 
charge.  By  this  time  the  shed  and  contents  had  been 
seriously  damaged.  The  fire  was  attributed  to  the  over- 
heating of  a  muffle  flue. 

Port  of  London. 

A  special  general  meeting  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce was  held  at  Cannon  Street  Hotel  on  November  13  to 
consider  what  representations  should  be  made  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  as  to  the  lines  on  which  legisla- 
tion was  desirable  in  respect  of  the  Port  of  London,  with 
■special  reference  to  the  purchase  of  the  docks,  the  imposi- 
tion of  dues  on  goods,  and  the  constitution  of  a  represen- 
tative port  authority.  Sir  Albert  Rollit  moved  that  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  be  informed  that,  from 
the  commercial  point  of  view,  the  purchase  of  the  docks 
was  expedient;  also  that  the  imposition  of  heavv  dues  on 
goods  was  undesirable,  but,  subject  to  the  above',  that  the 
Council  of  the  Chamber  confirmed  its  previous  resolutions 
favouring  a  port  authority  for  London,  with  adequate 
powers  and  financial  resources,  the  latter  of  which  should 
be  aided  by  guarantee  and  contributions  from  both  the 


State  and  municipal  authorities.  Mr.  J.  Innes  Rogers 
moved  an  amendment  declaring  that  a  central  authority 
for  the  Port  of  London  was  unnecessary  without  authority 
to  purchase  and  manage  the  docks.  Sir  George  Livesey 
said  that  the  docks  were  largely  obsolete,  and  the  State 
would  never  support  the  idea  of  purchase.  He  would 
object  to  the  introduction  of  L.C.C.  representatives  as 
managers  of  commercial  affairs.  The  amendment  was  de- 
feated, and  when  the  motion  was  about  to  be  put  several 
protests  against  the  meeting  being  closed  were  made,  and 
a  motion  for  adjournment  was  carried  by  a  large  majority. 
Midland  Notes. 

An  Irish  boot-manufacturer  labelled  his  goods  "Jamais 
a  Paris  "  and  sold  them  like  wildfire.  Birmingham  cannot 
fit  this  into  pharmacy — perhaps  London  can. 

The  compulsory  sheep-dipping  regulations  resulted  in 
14,000  sheep  being  dipped  in  Worcestershire  during  the 
past  season.    Is  all  the  dip  sold  through  chemists? 

Owing  to  slackness  of  trade  some  of  the  local  medical 
men  have  recently  discharged  their  dispensers.  In  one 
case  the  dispenser  is  retained,  but  his  somewhat  meagre 
salary  has  been  docked. 

At  Wednesbury  on  November  9,  a  young  domestic  servant 
named  Elizabeth  Whatton  (16)  was  sentenced  to  one  month's 
imprisonment  for  stealing  10/.  belonging  to  Mr.  Morris, 
chemist,  Market  Place,  by  whom  she  had  been  employed. 

At  the  Birmingham  Lord  Mayor's  banquet  pharmacy  was 
well  represented  by  the  manufacturer,  the  wholesaler  as 
well  as  the  retailer  being  present.  The  new  Lord  Mayor 
has  the  reputation  of  being  a  first-rate  chemist  and  metallur- 
gist. 

Chemists,  drysalters,  and  shopkeepers  generally  in 
Birmingham  were  cautioned  by  advertisement  in  the  local 
papers  of  November  10  against  using  beer-bottles  for  the 
supply  of  poisons,  petroleum,  grease,  turpentine,  and  oils, 
or  they  will  be  liable  to  prosecution. 

A  girl  who  had  been  reading  novelettes  tried  to  commit 
suicide  with  acetic  acid  obtained  from  a  local  chemist. 
The  girl  said  she  asked  for  "acid,  the  name  of  which  she 
did  not  know,  but  that  it  was  a  poison."  The  Bench 
instructed  the  police  to  inquire  into  the  sale  of  the  acid, 
and  let  the  girl  off  with  a  caution. 

A  well-known  Birmingham  solicitor  has  declined  to 
comply  with  an  order  of  the  Magistrates  to  have  his 
children  vaccinated,  because  he  has  not  been  able  to  obtain 
a  guarantee  that  the  lymph  supplied  is  of  the  vaccine 
variety.  He  further  declined  to  accept  verbal  authority  of 
the  vaccination  officer  to  prosecute,  and  the  case  was 
adjourned  for  a  month. 

The  articles  on  "  Window-dressing  "  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  must  have  stimulated  the  local  brotherhood,  for 
after  a  comprehensive  inspection  it  must  be  owned  that  the 
chemists'  windows  in  Birmingham  have  never  appeared  so 
bright  and  dainty  as  at  present.  Ribbons  and  rich  colours, 
devices  formed  with  boxes  (of  proprietaries),  and  wax 
models  appear  to  prevail. 

The  local  Association,  contrary  to  usual  custom,  are  to 
begin  the  session  with  a  feast,  at  a  convenient  interval  in 
which  the  President  will  give  a  short  address.  The  various 
committees  appointed  in  connection  with  the  B.P.C.  have 
finished  their  labours,  and  a  final  meeting  of  the  grand 
committee  is  shortly  to  be  held  to  allocate  surplus  moneys, 
if  any,  and  to  complete  the  business. 

Dr.  Snell  is  M.O.H.  for  Coventry  and  holds  the  position 
of  Hon.  Secretary  for  the  Coventry  Division  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.  A  dispute  has  been  proceeding  for 
years  between  the  Coventry  Provident  Dispensary  with 
its  18,000  members  and  the  local  Medical  Association. 
This  has  resolved  itself  into  a  contest  such  as  was  ex- 
perienced in  Birmingham  several  years  ago,  when  the  local 
Medical  Association  succeeded  in  closing  the  "  Consultative 
Institute  "  fostered  by  Mr.  Arthur  Chamberlain  and  other 
influential  citizens.  The  Sanitary  Committee  of  the 
Coventry  City  Council  are  to  consider  the  position  of  Dr. 
Snell  in  the  matter. 

A  Smallpox  Death. 
A  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  was  returned  on 
November  12  in  an  inquest  at  Hull  on  the  death  of  Kate 
Holmes  Williamson  (40)  from  smallpox.     The  deceased 
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had  been  nursing  the  wife  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Loten,  chemist  and 
druggist,  101  Walner  Street,  when  she  fell  ill.  Mr.  Loten 
said  he  had  not  a  suspicion  that  it  was  a  case  of  smallpox 
or  he  would  have  notified  it.  The  Coroner  said  he  had 
failed  in  his  duty,  and  Mr.  Loten  replied  no  one  was  more 
sorry  than  he. 

Improper  Circulars. 

At  Tower  Bridge  Court  on  November  10,  William  Walter 
Page,  surgical-instrument  maker,  of  246a  High  Street, 
Borough,  was  summoned  for  sending  postal  packets  con- 
taining improper  circulars.  Mr.  Barker,  who  appeared  for 
the  Commissioner  of  Police,  said  the  circulars,  which  re- 
lated to  certain  precautions,  were  sent  by  the  defendant  to 
chemists  in  all  parts  of  England  and  Ireland.  Several 
complaints  had  been  received  by  the  police. — Mr.  Rose  (the 
Magistrate)  :  The  terms  of  the  circular  are  very  carefully 
chosen. — Mr.  Barker  :  There  is  a  decision  in  the  case  of 
Wells  v.  Downing  in  the  High  Court,  which  was  unfor- 
tunately not  reported,  to  the  effect  that  they  are  indecent. — 
Mr.  Budden,  who  defended,  said  the  defendant  had  ceased 
to  send  the  circulars  now  that  he  had  been  advised  that  they 
were  improper. — Mr.  Rose  imposed  the  maximum  penalty  of 
10/.,  and  two  guineas  costs. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  names  of  a  number  of  local  pharmacists  appear  in  the 
list  of  subscriptions  to  the  Alderman  Sir  W.  E.  Clegg 
Presentation  Fund,  Sir  W.  E.  Clegg  being  Sheffield's  newest 
knight. 

Mr.  Herbert  Antcliffe,  the  President  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  resumed  duty  on 
Monday  this  week.  His  many  friends  will  be  glad  to  learn 
that  he  has  practically  recovered  from  the  effects  of  his 
recent  accident. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary,  just 
issued,  shows  that  58  casualty  paiients.were  admitted  during 
the  year  suffering  from  poisoning.  There  were  34  poisoning- 
cases  treated  as  in-patients — 3  ammonia,  4  belladonna, 
4  opium,  14  lead,  1  coniine.  and  2  unknown  among  them — 
death  ensuing  in  one  of  the  ammonia  and  one  of  the  lead 
cases.  It  is  understood  that  at  least  two  well-known  local 
pharmacists  are  candidates  for  the  post  of  secretary  to  the 
institution,  now  vacant. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  City  Council  on 
November  9,  Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  the  ex- 
President  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society,  was  elected  a  member  of  five  important  committees, 
including  the  Water,  Health,  and  Watch  Committees.  At 
the  present  time  Councillor  Fox  is  engaged  in  a  hot  news- 
paper controversy  with  a  gentleman  who  shyly  hides  his 
identity  under  the  nom-de-plume  of  "  Civis,"  on  the  question 
of  the  provision  of  refuse-destructors. 

London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  November  9,  it  was  reported  that  a  letter  had 
been  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
asking  him  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  Chamber  with 
reference  to  the  onerous  regulations  imposed  upon  British 
shippers  under  the  Australian  Commerce  Act.  A  com- 
munication on  the  subject  was  also  read  from  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Commonwealth  Government  in  London  to 
the  effect  that  "the  Act  is  not  to  be  strictly  enforced  at 
first,  except  in  cases  of  apparent  deliberate  infringement, 
until  importers  and  exporters  are  familiarised  with  the 
requirements."  It  was  reported  that  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  had  agreed  to  receive  a  deputa- 
tion from  the  Chamber  in  regard  to  the  Public  Health 
(Regulations  as  to  Food)  Bill.  Sir  Albert  Rollit,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Exhibitions  Committee,  drew  attention  to 
certain  forthcoming  exhibitions,  and,  on  his  motion,  the 
Council  decided  that  the  support  of  the  Chamber  should  be 
given  to  the  Roumanian  International  Exhibition  of  1907, 
the  Maritime  Exhibition  at  Bordeaux  in  1907,  and  the 
Brussels  International  Exhibition  of  1910,  it  being  referred 
to  the  Exhibitions  Committee  of  the  Chamber  to  take  steps 
to  promote  the  success  cf  the  exhibitions  in  question. 

Not  Yet. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  on 
November  10,  the  Hospitals  Committee  presented  a  report  in 
reference  to  the  proposed  provision  of  new  central  labora- 
tories at  Peckham  Rye  for  the  production  of  antitoxic 


serum.  They  stated  that  in  view  of  the  impracticability 
of  completing  any  scheme  by  the  time  when  the  existing 
temporary  arrangements  with  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  expire  at  the  end  of  the  present 
year,  they  had  been  in  communication  with  the  Colleges 
with  a  view  to  the  extension  of  the  temporary  tenancy  of 
the  existing  laboratory  accommodation  at  the  examination- 
hall,  and  the  Colleges  intimated  that  they  were  willing 
for  the  tenancy  to  be  continued  at  the  present  annual  rental 
(500/.)  for  a  further  period,  on  the  understanding  that  it  be 
determinable  by  three  months'  notice  on  either  side,  at  any 
time.    This  was  agreed  to. 

Football. 

Wand's  United  F.C.  (Reserves)  v.  Y.M.C.A.  Reserves.— 
Played  at  the  Victoria  Park,  Leicester,  on  November  1, 
Wand's  winning  by  4  goals  to  1. 

Wand's  United  F.C.  v.  Belvoir  United  F.C— A  Leices- 
tershire Thursday  League    match    was    played    at  the 
Western  Park,  Leicester,  on  November  8.  Wretched, 
weather  prevailed.    Belvoir  beat  Wand's  by  4  goals  to  2. 
The  Sale  of  Chloroform. 

The  ease  with  which  chloroform  is  obtainable  froim 
chemists  was  commented  upon  by  the  Nottingham  City 
Coroner  (Mr.  Rothera),  on  November  12,  at  the  - 
inquest  on  the  body  of  the  man  Smith,  who  was 
shot.  Leon  Underwood,  assistant  to  Messrs.  Bass 
&  Wilford,  chemists,  Milton-  Street,  deposed  that 
a  seaman  named  Sanday  (who  is  accused  of  the  murder); 
purchased  from  him  14,  oz.  of  chloroform  the  day  before  the 
tragedy  occurred.  Sanday  said  that  he  was  in  a  sick-berth 
on  board  ship  and  had  run  out  of  chloroform.  The  man 
brought  his  own  bottle,  which  had  a  plain  slip-label  upon  it 
bearing  the  name  of  another  Nottingham  chemist.  He  was , 
certain  of  the  identity  of  the  accused,  as  very  few  people  ask 
for  chloroform,  and  he  took  particular  notice  of  Sanday. 
Questioned  by  a  juryman,  witness  said  he  sold  the  chloro- 
foim  on  his  own  responsibility.  He  did  not  get  the  man 
to  sign  the  poison-book.  The  juryman  wanted  to  know  if 
1  oz.  was  an  unusual  quantity  to  sell  ?  Witness  replied  that 
he  did  not  remember  ever  having  been  asked  for  it  before. 
The  Juryman  :  You  sell  chloroform  in  that  way  although  it 
is  a  deadly  poison.  The  Coroner  :  There  are  many  deadly 
poisons  that  are  sold  without  signature.  In  reply  to  an 
inquiry,  Mr.  Rothera  added  that  he  could  not  say  from 
memory,  but  his  impression  was  that  chloroform  is  not  a 
scheduled  poison.

Both  told  him  it  was  only  a  joke,  and  then  one,  to  prove  it, 
ran  away.  At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  November  13, 
the  solicitor  who  defended  the  pair  pleaded  that  the  young 
men  had  been  "amusing  themselves  unwisely."  Mr.  Bros 
(the  Magistrate)  said  it  was  disorderly  conduct  and  very 
annoying,  and  he  bound  the  prisoners  over.  The  foregoing 
is  the  "  Star's"  account  of  the  incident,  which  occurred  at 
the  shop  of  Mr.  James  Smith.

Antrim),  Hugh  Beeston  was  charged  with 
drunkenness.  Defendant  said  he  was  under  the  influence 
of  ether,  which  he  got  at,  the  chemist's.  The  Stipendiary 
fined  defendant  5s. 

Chemistry  Appointment. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Library  and  Technical  Committee  of 
Belfast  Corporation  on  November  8,  Sir  Jas.  Henderson  in 
the  chair,  the  appointment  of  a  new  chief  of  the  chemistry 
department  of  the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  in  suc- 
cession to  Mr.  Templeton,  resigned,  came  up  for  considera- 
tion. The  Principal  reported  that  there  were  fifty-five 
applicants.  A  long  discussion  ensued,  and  it  was  eventually 
resolved  that  a  list  of  the  candidates,  with  all  particulars 
concerning  them,  should  be  supplied  to  each  member  of  the 
committee. 

Poisoning-ease. 

A  sensational  poisoning-case  is  under  investigation  at 
Templepatrick,  a  few  miles  from  Belfast,  the  victim  being 
a  Mrs.  Crawford,  aged  fifty-two,  wife  of  a  farmer.  She  was  a 
healthy  woman,  but  died  suddenly  a  few  days  ago.  An 
inquest  was  opened  by  the  County  Coroner  (Dr.  Adams),' 
hut,  the  doctors  being  unable  to  tell  the  cause  of  death,  it 
was  decided  to  forward  the  viscera  to  the  county  analyst, 
Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  Belfast,  and  the  inquiry  was  adjourned. 
The  viscera  were  brought  to  Belfast  last  week  by  the  police, 
and  it  is  stated  that  strychnine  was  found  in  the  stomach 
and  liver. 

Empties  Again. 

Mr.  White,  of  Sligo,  has  written  to  the  Strokestown 
Board  of  Guardians  relative  to  the  medicine-empties  belong- 
ing to  him  in  their  possession,  and  he  states  that  they  are 
now  practically  useless  for  his  purposes  owing  to  the  length 
of  time  they  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Guardians.  Mr. 
Shanley  said  if  Mr.  White  went  to  law  with  the  Guardians 
the  'amount  of  the  decree  ought  to  be  deducted  from  the 
salaries  of  the  medical  officers,  as  they  were  to  blame  in 
this  matter.  Dr.  Muller  said  he  had  done  his  duty,  and 
the  Clerk  said  he  had  repeatedly  written  to  Mr.  "White 
to  remove  certain  empties.

An  Apprentice's  Suicide. 
A  tragic  affair,  which  caused  a  great  sensation,  occurred 
on  November  8  at  Dumfries.  James  Hunter,  apprentice 
with  Mr.  John  Tocher,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  High 
Street,  swallowed  a  quantity  of  prussic  acid.  He  told  a 
fellow-assistant  what  he  had  done,  and  instantly  dropped 
on  the  floor.  Several  doctors  were  called  in,  but  in  spite 
of  their  efforts  death  quickly  followed.  Deceased  was  a 
smart  young  man  and  greatly  respected.  He  had  been  study- 
ing hard  for  his  examinations,  but  for  some  time  had  been 
suffering  from  insomnia,  and  had  consulted  two  local 
doctors,  who  recommended  him  to  give  up  study  for  a  time. 
It  is  presumed  that  the  mental  aberration  which  apparently 
led  to  the  tragedy  was  the  result  of  over-study.

Mr.  A.  L.  Laing,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  re- 
elected (second  on  the  poll)  to  the  Lerwick  Town  Council. 
Mr.  Laing  has  since  been  re-elected  a  magistrate.  The 
Senior  Bailie  of  Lerwick  is  Mr.  Porteous,  also  a  chemist. 
Bailie  Porteous  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council  since 
1887,  and  Bailie  Laing  since  1838.  Mr.  Laing  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Zetland  County  Council. 

Round  the  Shop- windows  in  Dundee. 

Cod-liver  oil  is  the  leading  line  in  one  window.  In  the 
centre  is  a  25-gal.  tin,  well  polished,  and  decorated  with 
life-like  cods  cut  from  bottle-wrappers.  Adjoining  is  a 
showcard  representing  a  cod  gazing  at  the  contents  of  an 
attached  bottle  of  cod-liver  oil.  The  wording  proceeding 
from  the  cod's  mouth  is  :  "  Alas  !  my  poor  sister."  A  West- 
end  chemist  offers  a  cake  of  buttermilk  soap  to  the  first 
twenty  customers  spending  a  shilling  on  certain  days. 
Stacks  of  blacksugar  (liquorice-juice)  are  to  be  seen  in  many 
windows,  and  the  sticks  find  a  ready  sale,  showing  that  the 
habit  of  the  parent  persists  in  the  rising  generation.  The 
old-fashioned  crystallised  candy-sugar  is  also  being  boomed 
just  now,  but  some  erroneously  call  it  "  barley-sugar." 

Poisonings  in  1904 
According  to  the  Report  of  the  Registrar-General  just 
issued,  there  were  2,949  violent  deaths  in  Scotland  during 
1904.  Of  these  2,635  were  accidental,  290  suicidal,  23  homi- 
cidal and  1  by  execution.  Among  the  accidental  deaths 
99  were  caused  by  poisons  or  poisonous  vapours.  There 
were  17  from  laudanum,  16  from  chloroform,  11  from  opium, 
9  from  coal  gas,  4  from  carbonic-acid  gas,  3  from  arsenic, 
3  from  phosphorus,  3  from  carbolic  acid,  3  from  ammonia, 
2  each  from  alcohol,  strychnine,  potassium  cyanide,  nico- 
tine, and  "narcotic,"  and  1  each  from  salts  of  sorrel,  ethyl 
bromide,  belladonna,  carbon  monoxide,  sulphuric  acid, 
prussic  acid,  atropine,  colocynth,  morphine,  creosote, 
neboline  compound,  oxalate  of  potassium,  Condy's  fluid, 
sewer  gas,  "corrosive,"  and  "poisonous  gas."  Of  the 
suicidal  deaths  by  poisoning  9  were  by  laudanum,  8  by 
carbolic  acid,  3  by  prussic  acid,  2  by  coal  gas,  1  each  by 
arsenic,  salts  of  sorrel,  and  turpentine,  and  2  by  poisons 
not  specified. 

Movements  in  the  Capital. 
Mr.  William  Steedman,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  of 
Morningside  Road,  Edinburgh,  has  joined  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  King  &  Son,  Marchmont  Road,  as  managing  partner. 
Mr.  Steedman  belongs  to  Coupar  Angus,  and  was  at  one  time 
assistant  with  the  firm  which  he  has  now  joined. 

Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  have  acquired  extensive 
premises  and  ground  at  Wheatfield,  adjacent  to  the  North 
British  Distillery,  in  the  Gorgie  Ward  of  Edinburgh.  Their 
intention  is,  for  the  sake  of  compactness,  to  bring  together 
in  the  new  premises  their  works  and  offices  at  present  in 
Blandfield  Street  and  Duke  Street  . 

Mr.  James  Sivewright,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  taking 
over  Mr.  William  Steedman's  business  at  410  Morningside 
Road,  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Sivewright  has  been  in  London 
of  late  years,  and  has  there  seen  something  of  "store" 
methods  of  business.  Previous  to  his  going  to  London  he 
managed  for  a  time  very  successfully  the  business  of  Messrs. 
James  Robertson  &  Co.,  at  35  George  Street,  Edinburgh. 

Glasgow  Notes. 
Boots,  Ltd.,  of  Sauchiehall  Street,  are  advertising  ex- 
tensively their  1907  Diaries. 

M.  Beaute,  the  Swiss  fasting-man,  who  has  been  creating 
a  sensation  in  Glasgow,  has  informed  a  local  newspaper-man 
that  he  is  "a  chemist  by  profession,"  and  weighed  sixteen 
stone  seven  years  ago.    He  is  a  native  of  Zurich. 

At  their  first  gathering  for  the  session,  the  philosophers 
of  Glasgow  were  invited  to  consider  the  use  of  "  Narcotics 
and  Stimulants"  among  uncivilised  people.

During  the  last  week 
a  labourer,  named  Lavin,  gave  himself  up  at  the  Northern 
District  police-station,  informing  the  officers  on  duty  that 
he  was  suffering  from  laudanum-poiscning.  He  said  he  had 
swallowed  sixpenny  worth.  The  man  was  treated  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary.  A  plumber,  named  Benson,  drank  threepenny- 
worth  and  was  also  treated  in  the  infirmary.  A  widow, 
named  Hamilton,  died  from  laudanum-poisoning  in  the 
infirmary.

The  Legion  of  Honour.—  M.  Charles  Buchet,  director 
of  the  Pharmacie  Centrale  de  France,  and  M.  Chassaing, 
manufacturer  of  pharmaceutical  preparations,  have  been 
named  officers  of  the  Legion  of  Honour.  Also  M.  Gautier, 
professor  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy;  M.  Couturieux, 
manufacturer  of  pharmaceutical  products ;  and  M.  Lavenir, 
managing  partner  of  the  firm  of  Astier,  manufacturers  of 
pharmaceutical  products,  have  been  named  knights  of  the 
same  Order. 

For  the  Colonies. — As  laid  down  by  the  new  decree 
.(June  21,  1906)  a  competitive  examination  will  be  held  at 
Val-de-Grace  (School  of  Application  of  the  Military  Sani- 
tary Sciences)  on  December  3  next.  Candidates  for  the  post 
of  "second-class  assistant-major"  in  pharmacy  or  medicine 
must  be  (1)  of  French  nationality;  (2)  under  thirty-two 
years  of  age ;  (3)  physically  efficient  and  having  duly  per- 
formed their  military  service;  (4)  ready  to  sign  a  six-years' 
engagement  in  the  Colonial  Military  Sanitary  Service  from 
the  date  of  their  commission. 

Mme.  Curie. — The  following  is  a  personal  impression  by 
one  of  the  audience  at  Mme.  Curie's  first  lecture  :  "  She 
lectures  like  a  person  reciting,  not  looking  at  her  hearers, 
in  a  monotonous  voice  without  any  persuasive  inflections, 
like  a  nervous  orator  who  reads  his  speech.  She -even  seems, 
at  first,  to  lack  clearness,  speaking  of  x  or  0  rays  without 
explaining  what  is  thereby  implied.  But  when  she  has 
spoken  of  them  several  times,  giving  their  properties  one 
by  one,  she  makes  them  living  realities  to  you,  and  floods 
one's  mind  with  ten  times  the  light  that  a'  more  correctly 
eloquent  professor  would  diffuse.  The  fashionable  crowd 
may  go  once  or  twice  to  hear  her ;  they  will  soon  weary  of 
this  plain  and  simple  discourse  and  leave  her  to  the  students 
who  really  seek  for  knowledge." 

French  Doctors  and  Commissions. — A  certain  mineral 
water  has  not  recently  been  selling  as  well  as  it  did,  and  a 
doctor  circularised  his  medical  confreres  on  the  subject, 
saying  that  it  is  not  for  his  personal  profit,  but  because  it 
helps  a  worthy  work  (the  profits  go,  partially  at  any  rate, 
to  a  medical  fund).  This  appeal  has  been  reprinted  in  a 
chemists'  journal,  and  as  a  result  the  General  Association  of 
French  Pharmacists  issued  a  circular  pointing  out  that  such 
arrangements  between  doctors  and  trading  concerns  not  only 
wrong  the  retail  pharmacist,  but  discredit  the  medical  pro- 
fession. If  it  continues  the  Association  will  be  compelled 
to  protect  its  members'  interests  by  publishing  a  list  of 
remedies  thus  exploited  and  recommended  by  doctors.  Dr. 
Tibur,  writing  in  "  Les  Annales  Medicales,"  says  when  there 
are  two  proprietary  remedies  "of  equal  therapeutic  value," 
and  one  brings  in  something  to  the  doctor,  he  may  con- 
scientiously recommend  this  latter  article,  especially  if  part 
of  the  profits  go  to  doctors'  widows  and  orphans.  He  sees 
no  immorality  in  that  system.  A  Southern  pharmaceutical 
journal  publishes  the  circular  of  a  Bordeaux  M.D.  who  will 
"repay  doctors  their  assurance  premiums"  with  a  penny  a 
bottle  on  a  certain  mineral  water  from  Eaux-Chaudes  ;  and  an 
anonymous  "  Small  Pharmacist,"  in  the  same  journal, 
declares  that  "in  his  little  town  one  doctor  regularly  pre- 
scribes grains  de  Vals,  and  another  prescribes  to  all  his 
patients  certain  proprietaries  manufactured  at  Lyons." 
of  arrival. 


Mexican  Vanilla. — The  exports  of  vanilla  from  Vera  Cruz, 
Mexico,  during  1904-5  amounted  to  108  tons,  valued  at 
217,411^.,  against  72  tons,  valued  at  207,579/.,  in  1903-4,  and 
45  tons,  valued  at  97,438/.,  in  1902-3.

Cape  Colony. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  F.  Wheeler  has  disposed  of  his 
business  at  Wynberg  to  Mr.  S.  Adams,  and  entered  into 
partnership  with  Mr.  A.  M.  Will,  of  Uitenhage.  The 
latter  business  will  be  carried  on  under  the  style  of  Will  & 
Wheeler. 

Personal. — Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley  (of  Messrs.  Smart  & 
Copley,  Bulawayo)  returned  north  on  the  Rhodesian 
Limited  on  October  22.  Mrs.  Copley  accompanied  him. — 
Mr.  E.  S.  MacPhail,  of  Aerators,  Ltd.,  London,  has  left 
Cape  Town  for  a  tour  through  the  country. — Mr.  A. 
Salinger,  of  the  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  at  the  Cape  when 
the  last  mail  left. 

Duty  on  Pills  and  Tablets. — It  is  understood  in  South 
Africa  that  the  different  Governments  comprising  the  Cus- 
toms Union  are  trying  to  arrange  some  workable  scheme 
for  the  importation  of  pills  and  tablets.  Chaos  reigns  as 
supreme  as  ever  so  far  as  importations  for  chemists  go 
along  the  South  African  coast.  Principal  members  of  the 
drug  community  have  been  doing  some  plain  talking  of  late 
concerning  the  numerous  absurdities  and  anomalies,  but, 
although  the  Cape  authorities  seem  anxious  to  arrive  at 
proper  definitions,  they  appear  to  be  almost  helpless.  The 
Cape  and  Transvaal  Customs  Departments  are  generally 
believed  to  be  the  only  ones  in  the  Union  that  have  any 
idea  of  what  they  are  doing.  A  prominent  druggist  at  the 
Cape  is  reported  to  have  said  that  the  tariff,  which  was 
intended  to  bring  prosperity,  has  done  more  to  hamper 
trade  than  the  average  man  has  any  conception  of.  It  may 
be  that  the  tariff  is  not  so  much  to  blame  as  the  system 
by  which  it  is  operated.  The  Customs  decisions  gazetted 
are,  in  a  number  of  instances,  not  worth  the  paper  they  are 
printed  upon. 

Natal. 

Natal  Pharmacy  Board. — The  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Board  was  held  at  the  Colonial  Office,  Pietermaritzburg,  on 
October  11.  The  Secretary  reported  that  at  an  examination 
held  that  morning  two  candidates  had  been  examined,  and 
both  had  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners. 

A  New  Shop. — A  two-storied  building  has  just  been  com- 
pleted for  Mr.  T.  W.  Dukes,  chemist,  Vryheid.  The  shop 
has  up-to-date  fittings,  and  there  is  a  sight-testing  room 
behind  and  cellarage  under  for  storage  of  tinctures,  ethers, 
etc.    The  front  is  in  carved  teak  with  tiled  ledges. 

The  Customs  Tariff,  as  interpreted  by  the  Government 
officials,  is  leading  to  endless  confusion.  We  scarcely  know 
where  we  are,  complains  a  Durban  correspondent  writing 
on  October  20.  During  the  past  week  the  collector  has 
decided  not  to  charge  the  20*.  per  gal.  duty  on  Chamber- 
lain's cough-remedy.  Perhaps  in  a  few  weeks'  time  he  may 
alter  his  mind. 

Opium  Regulations. — The  "  Natal  Government  Gazette  " 
for  August  15  contains  a  Government  notice  laying  down 
certain  regulations,  under  Sections  16  and  20  of  the 
Customs  Union  and  Customs  Duties  Act,  1906,  respecting 
the  importation  of  opium  into  Natal.  The  regulations 
provide  that  opium  may  only  be  imported  under  the  autho- 
rity of  a  permit  to  be  issued  by  the  Collector  of  Customs, 
and  proof  to  his  satisfaction  must  be  produced  that  such 
opium  is  entirely  for  medicinal  purposes.  The  permit, 
which  is  to  be  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  notice,  is  to 
expire  one  month  after  date.  The  forms,  it  is  stated,  are 
to  be  provided  by  the  importer.  Opium  is  to  include  ball 
opium ;  the  leaves  or  wrappings  in  which  opium  balls  have 
been  wrapped  ;  any  preparation  of  opium  or  morphine  or 
any  alkaloid  of  opium,  or  any  preparation  in  which  opium, 
morphine,  or  such  alkaloid  forms  an  ingredient,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  smoking,  chewing,  swallowing,  or 
injecting  ;  opium  dross  or  refuse  of  prepared  opium  which 
has  been  used  for  smoking,  whether  reprepared  for  use  or 
not.  These  regulations  are  practically  those  adopted  by  the 
Transvaal. 

A  Lime-juice  Case. — Judgment  was  given  by  the 
Durban  Chief  Magistrate,  on  October  17,  in  an  interesting 
case  in  which  H.  J.  Brereton,  wholesale  and  retail  chemist, 
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Durban,  sued  W.  Storm  &  Sons,  Point,  Durban,  for  the 
delivery  of  eighteen  cases  of  fortified  lime-juice,  each  con- 
taining a  dqzen  40-oz.  bottles,  at  18.?.  per  case.  Storm  &  Sons 
had  agreed  to  sell  to  Brereton  lime-juice  at  the  price  stated, 
but  on  going  to  clear  the  goods  at  the  Customs  and  to 
pay  the  usual  ad  valorem  duty,  they  were  informed  that 
the  Customs  had  been  making  a  mistake,  and  that  as  the 
lime-juice  contained  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit 
the  duty,  instead  of  being  12  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  would  be 
that  amount  jjIus  11.  per  gal.  Storm,  therefore,  declined  to 
supply  Brereton  at  the  old  price  of  18s.  per  case.  In  the 
course  of  evidence  it  transpired  that  it  was  Brereton  who 
had  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Customs  authorities  that 
the  lime-juice  container!  more  than  3  per  cent,  proof  spirit, 
and  that  he  had  done  so  prior  to  the  transaction  with 
Storm;  also  that  Brereton  had  paid  81s.  for  a  case  duty 
paid  from  another  firm,  and  that  that  was  about  the  market- 
price  when  the  transaction  with  Storm  took  place.  The 
Magistrate  said  Storm  &  Sons  were  clearly  unaware  of 
the  alteration  in  the  duty,  and  that  Brereton,  having  a 
quotation  from  one  firm  of  18s.  a  case  and  from  another  of 
81s.,  must  have  known  there  was  a  mistake  somewhere. 
He  quoted  Van  dcr  Linden,  to  the  effect  that  when  buyer 
or  seller  was  prejudiced  to  more  than  a  half  in  respect  to  the 
purchase-money  the  annulling  of  the  contract  is  permissible. 
In  reviewing  the  facts  of  the  case,  he  said  Storm  &  Sons 
were  entitled  to  the  benefits  they  sought  for,  and  he  granted 
absolution  from  the  instance,  with  costs.

Law  and  Science. — The  Johns  Hopkins  University  of 
Baltimore  last  week  made  Sir  W.  H.  Perkin  Doctor  of  Laws 
of  the  University. 

National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association. — At  the 
annual  meeting,  held  in  Washington  recently,  it  was  stated 
that  the  sale  of  patent  medicines  had  been  greatly  lessened 
during  the  past  year  by  the  attacks  which  had  been  made 
upon  such  articles  in  the  public  magazines.  It  was  further- 
more predicted  that  the  new  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
would  still  further  hurt  the  patent-medicine  industry,  al- 
though it  was  the  general  belief  that  only  those  articles 
would  be  affected  which  ought  to  be.  The  new  President 
of  the  N.W.D.A.  is  Mr.  John  N.  Carey,  the  well-known 
jobber  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Much  was  said  at  the 
Convention  regarding  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  it  was 
generally  believed  that  the  measure  would  help  the  whole- 
saler by  relieving  him  of  a  large  class  of  unfair  competition 
growing  out  of  the  sale  of  impure  and  adulterated  drugs. 

Do  not  Like  it. — Commissioner  Darlington,  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  Greater  New  York,  delights  in  pro- 
mulgating rules  which  bring  consternation  to  the  different 
classes  of  people  within  his  jurisdiction.  His  latest  an- 
nouncement is  that  the  National  Food  and  Drugs  Act  has 
been  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  sanitary  code  of  New  York 
City.  Now,  this  Act  is  generally  supported  by  all  honest 
men  in  the  various  branches  of  the  drug-trade,  but  it 
happens  that  there  are  certain  impracticable  provisions  in 
the  measure  which,  not  doing  very  much  harm  so  long  as  the 
Act  relates  only  to  inter-State  commerce,  will  prove  very 
embarrassing  and  inconvenient  to  druggists  when  they 
become  subject  to  rigorous  local  enforcement.  Conse- 
quently the  pharmacists  of  Greater  New  York  are  up  in 
arms.  They  have  called  upon  the  Commissioner  and  ex- 
pressed their  side  of  the  case  with  some  vigour. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  IRews. 


Sunday  Closing  in  Berlin. — The  owners  of  several 
pharmacies  in  the  Moabit  district  of  Berlin  recently  asked 
for  permission  to  close  on  Sundays,  and  the  police  authori- 
ties have  decided  in  favour  of  it.  In  the  case  of  each  batch 
of  three  adjoining  businesses,  two  will  close  on  Sunday  at 
2  p.m.  until  7.30  a.m.  on  Monday,  the  third  remaining  open 
in  the  usual  way  until  9  p.m. 

The  Swiss  Patent  Bill  continues  to  arouse  opposition, 
particularly  in  Germany.  The  Association  of  German 
Patent  Lawyers  has  petitioned  the  Governments  of  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland  against  the  Bill.  The  Wiesbaden 
Chamber  of  Commerce  protests  to  the  German  Minister  of 
Commerce  and  to  the  Imperial  Home  Office,  urging  the 
Government  to  retaliate  unless  Switzerland  toes  the  line. 

An  Assistants'  Pharmacy. — In  view  of  the  determined 
resistance  of  the  master  pharmacists  in  Russia  in  the  matter 
of  satisfying  the  demands  of  the  assistants  for  a  shortening 
of  the  working-day,  says  the  "Torg.  Prom  Gazeta,"  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Society  has  decided  to  open  its  own 
pharmaceutical  stores  under  the  style  of  the  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation. The  price  of  the  shares  is  fixed  at  11.  each,  and  500 
will  be  issued. 

Antwerp  International  Exhibition.  —  The  Inter- 
national Exhibition  which  is  to  be  held  at  Antwerp  during 
April,  May,  and  June  of  1907,  in  the  large  halls  of  the  Royal 
Harmonic  Scciety,  already  promises  to  be  a  success.  Among 
the  different  sections  are  those  of  food,  brewing,  and 
hygiene,  with,  as  side-sections,  arts,  trades,  and  manufac- 
tures. The  Exhibition  will  be  under  the  presidency  of 
H.R.H.  the  Countess  of  Flanders.  Further  particulars 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary,  30  rue  d'Arenberg, 
Antwerp. 

Morocco  Exports. — Last  year  drought  considerably  in- 
terfered with  the  exports  of  Moroccan  produce.  From  the 
ports  of  Dar-al-Baida,  Mazagan,  and  Saffi  only  19,901  cwt. 
of  seeds  such  as  canary,  coriander,  cumin,  and  fenugreek 
seeds  was  exported.  This  is  a  decrease  of  89,01>i  cwt.  as 
compared  with  1904,  and  is  reflected  in  the  much  higher 
prices  which  are  now  asked  in  London  for  coriander,  cumin, 
and  fenugreek  seeds.  In  Morocco  beeswax,  which  is  chiefly 
shipped  to  Germany,  the  exports  from  Dar-al-Baida,  Rabat, 
Mazagan,  and  Mogador  amounted  to  2,606  cwt.,  valued  at 
16,092/.,  a  decrease  of  3,833  cwt.,  valued  at  25,886?.,  as 
compared  with  1904.  There  were  no  exports  of  beeswax 
from  Saffi.  The  export  of  "  gums,"  however,  amounted  to 
11,535  cwt,,  valued  at  28,025/.,  an  increase  of  3,227  cwt., 
valued  at  7,197/.,  over  1904.  The  gum  consisted  principally 
of  sandarac  and  acacia. 

Permitted  and  Barred. — The  journals  of  the  Russian 
Medical  Council  announce  the  admission  into  Russia,  for 
sale  in  pharmacies  and  pharmaceutical  stores,  of  the  fol- 
lowing preparations  made  by  Burroughs  Wellcon  e  &  Co. 
in  tabloid  doses  :  (a)  alumnol  (0.5),  (b)  chininum  hydro- 
chloricum  sacch.  obd.  (0.25),  (<?)  extractum  cascara?  sagradre 
(0.15),  (d)  potass,  iodidum  (0.1),  (e)  potass,  permanganas 
(0.5).  (/)  natrium  chloratum  (0.5),  (g)  pulvis  liquoritioe 
compos.  (0.2),  Ph.G,  (Ji)  soda  mint,  and  (i)  tannalbinum 
(0.5).  The  following  preparations  of  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  and  Co.  are  also  admitted  :  (a)  salicylic  acid,  (6) 
sodium  salicylate,  (c)  lithium  salicylate  from  oil  of  gaul- 
theria;  tablets  of  salicylic  acid,  quinine  salicylate,  and 
quinine  hydrobromate.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  medicated 
lozenges,  bronchial  lozenges,  histerionica  fluid  extract,  and 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  tabloids  of  extract  hydrastis 
canadensis  fluidum  (gtt.  10),  rubidium  iodatum  (0.1),  and 
salol  (0.5)  may  enly  be  sold  from  pharmacies  on  a  medical 
prescription.  Permission  has  been  refused  for  admission 
into  Russia  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  tabloids  of 
amyl  nitrite,  Blaud's  pills,  arsenious  acid,  chloral  hydrate, 
codeine  phosphate,  cocaine  hydrochloride,  caffeine  citrate, 
eucaine  hydrochloride,  antipyrin,  homatropine  hydrochlo- 
ride, morphine  hydrochloride,  nasopharyngeal  composition, 
opium,  phenacetin,  sal  anoestheticum,  sulphonal,  trional, 
veronal,  and  zinc  sulphocarbolate  as  containing  poisons  or 
strong  ingredients.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  sugar-coated  pills 
of  ichthargon  and  mentholated  throat-tablets  are  likewise 
barred. 
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Xeoal  IReports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Iron-Ox. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
November  9,  the  case  of  Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.  v.  the  Co- 
operative Wholesale  Society  came  on  before  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington.  Mr.  A.  J.  Walter,  K.C.  (with  him  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones),  for  the  Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.,  said 
he  had  a  motion  to  restrain  the  defendants  from 
passing  off  goods  not  of  the  manufacture  of  the  plaintiffs 
as  and  for  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  The  plaintiffs  were 
proprietors  of  the  well-known  Iron-Ox  remedy,  and  the  de- 
fendants were  selling  a  preparation  known  as  Iron  Oxide. 
He  did  not  think  it  fair  to  move  ex  parte,  as  the  other  side 
was  not  represented.  He  therefore  asked  that  the  motion 
should  stand  over  for  a  week.  There  were  five  clear  cases 
of  passing  off.  His  Lordship  directed  the  motion  to  come 
on  for  hearing  on  Friday,  November  16. 

Sacco,  Ltd. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
November  9,  the  case  of  Sacco,  Ltd.,  and  Albert  Pickering 
v.  David  Wightman  and  the  South  African  Institute  of 
Medicine  came  on  before  Mr.  Justice  Neville.  Mr.  Butcher, 
K.C,  said  that  in  this  case  he  had  a  motion  on  behalf  of 
Sacco,  Ltd.,  and  a  gentleman  named  Pickering  (who  had 
contracted  to  purchase  the  assets  of  the  company  as  a 
going  concern)  against  David  Wightman,  who  was  for  a 
year  manager  of  Sacco,  Ltd.,  and  the  South  African 
Institute  of  Medicine.  The  notice  of  motion  asked  for  an 
order  restraining  the  defendants  and  each  of  them  from 
making  use  of  any  information  obtained  by  them  or  either 
of  them  from  copies  or  extracts  made  by  or  for  the  defen- 
dant Wightman  while  in  the  employ  of  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany, Sacco,  Ltd.,  or  from  any  of  the  plaintiff  company's 
books.  He  gathered  that  the  defendants  were  not  repre- 
sented.— Mr.  Justice  Neville  asked  if  the  evidence  had  been 
served  with  the  motion. — Mr.  Butcher  said  it  had  not,  but 
it  was  a  case  of  urgency,  and  in  any  case  he  should  ask  for 
an  interim  order,  because  the  facts  as  disclosed  in  plaintiffs' 
affidavits  were  very  serious  to  their  business.  The  plain- 
tiffs gave  the  defendants  notice  of  the  affidavits  having 
been  sworn  on  Tuesday  last,  and  offered  to  supply  them 
with  copies,  which  they  had  not  taken.  The  defendants  had 
not  entered  an  appearance.  The  writ  was  issued  on  Novem- 
ber 3.  On  November  6  Mr.  Jackson,  a  solicitor,  wrote  on 
behalf  of  the  defendants  that  he  was  instructed  to  say  the 
only  document  in  their  possession  was  a  list  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Wightman  containing  names  and  addresses.  That 
was  the  list  the  plaintiffs  complained  of.  The  letter  went 
on  to  say  that  Mr.  Wightman  had  no  wish  to  put  the  plain- 
tiffs to  unnecessary  expense,  and  was  perfectly  willing  to 
give  this  up  and  enter  into  an  undertaking  in  the  terms 
endorsed  in  the  writ  of  summons,  and  would  be  glad  to 
hear  whether  this  would  be  satisfactory,  and  whether  it  was 
proposed  to  proceed  with  the  action  and  notice  of  motion. 

Mr.  Justice  Neville  :  I  am  quite  willing  to  give  you  an 
injunction  over  next  Friday. 

Mr.  Butcher  went  on  to  say  that  Sacco  is  a  medicinal 
preparation  for  the  use  of  consumptive  patients.  The 
plaintiff  company,  which  was  registered  in  Cape  Town,  was 
formed  about  a  year  ago  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the 
business  of  manufacturing  and  selling  Sacco  carried  on  by 
C.  H.  Stevens  in  Cape  Town.  It  took  over  all  the  firm's 
assets,  recipes,  formula;,  and  everything  else.  Stevens  was 
the  manager  of  the  company  in  Cape  Town  until  April  1906. 
There  was  also  a  branch  of  the  plaintiff  company  in  London, 
with  an  office  there.  Stevens  left  the  plaintiffs'  service 
and  established  a  competing  business  in  Johannesburg  called 
the  South  African  Institute  of  Medicine.  The  evidence  was 
that  in  September  of  this  year  Wightman  opened  a  business 
in  London  under  that  name — the  South  African  Institute 
of  Medicine.  Wightman  was  the  general  manager  of  the 
plaintiff  company  from  its  inception  to  October  26  this  year. 
On  October  26  he  left  the  company's  employment,  and  the 
plaintiffs  found  out  that  he  was  going  in  and  out  of  the  South 
African  Institute's  business  premises  immediately  after 
leaving  their  service.  Circulars  were  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  plaintiffs  addressed  by  this  Institute  to  plaintiffs' 


customers  and  advertising  their  goods  as  superior  to  plain- 
tiffs'. Thereupon  plaintiffs  made  inquiries,  and  found  that 
while  Wightman  was  still  in  the  plaintiffs'  service  he  got 
clerks  in  the  employment  of  the  plaintiff  company  to  com- 
pile lists  of  customers  of  the  plaintiff  company,  which  were 
taken  away  by  him  and  remained  in  his  possession. 

Mr.  Justice  Neville  granted  an  injunction  as  asked  over 
November  16,  saying  that  plaintiffs  would  probably  be  able 
to  arrange  an  order  in  the  meantime. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy.  Ltd.,  v.  Scale. 
A  motion  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  that  a  writ  of  attachment 
might  issue  against  Mrs.  Jeannette  Sheppard  Scale  for 
breach  of  an  injunction  and  undertakings  given  by  her  in 
the  action  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  r.  Scale,  came  before 
Mr.  Justice  Warrington  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court  on  November  12. 

Mr.  H.  Terrell,  K.C,  in  support  of  the  motion,  narrated 
the  history  of  the  Pomeroy  business,  particulars  of  which 
we  have  reported  from  time  to  time.  Mrs.  Scale,  he  sub- 
mitted, had,  according  to  the  evidence,  continued  to  solicit 
the  customers  of  the  plaintiffs  and  to  carry  on  business  in 
the  name  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  In  her  affidavit  Mrs.  Pomeroy 
denied  that  since  she  gave  the  undertakings  she  had  solicited 
any  of  the  customers  of  the  old  firm,  and  stated  that  both 
socially  and  in  business  she  had  always  been  known  as  Mrs. 
Pomeroy.  She  was  cross-examined,  and,  without  calling 
upon  her  counsel, 

His  Lordship  held  that  the  motion  failed  on  both  heads. 
In  his  opinion  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  lady  had 
solicited  customers  unless  the  advertisements  in  the  papers 
could  be  said  to  be  solicitation.  To  be  a  breach  of  the  under- 
taking, it  seemed  to  him  the  advertisements  must  be 
addressed  directly  to  the  old  customers.  He  therefore  could 
not  hold  the  advertisements  to  be  a  solicitation  within 
the  meaning  of  the  undertaking.  Defendant  was  not  now 
carrying  on  business  as  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  She  was  doing  so 
as  Mrs.  Jeannette,  which,  so  far  as  the  order  was  concerned, 
there  was  nothing  to  prevent  her  doing.  Plaintiffs  had  been 
unable  to  prove  that  which  they  set  themselves  to  prove. 

On  November  14  the  case  again  came  before  his  Lord- 
ship on  the  question  of  whether  the  defendant  had  suffi- 
ciently complied  with  the  order  of  August  9,  bj  which 
she  was  ordered  to  deliver  up  all  secret  recipes  and  pre- 
scriptions the  benefit  of  which  she  had  sold  to  Mrs. 
Pomeroy,  Ltd. 

Mr.  H.  Terrell,  K.C.  submitted  that  the  affidavits  made 
by  Mrs.  Pomeroy  did  not  fully  comply  with  the  order  of 
the  Court. 

His  Lordship  said  the  order  was  not  so  satisfactory  or 
clear  as  it  might  be.  He  suggested  that  the  lady  should 
make  an  affidavit  relating  to  things  in  her  possession  or 
control  following  the  words  in  the  order. 

Mr.  MacNaughton  said  that  would  be  done. 

Plaintiffs  were  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  motion 
so  far  as  it  related  to  committal,  the  rest  of  the  costs  to 
be  costs  in  the  action. 


Dentists  Act. 

Use  of  Title  by  De-registered  Person. 
Before  Mr.  A.  J.  Tassell,  at  Chatham  Police  Court  on 
November  9,  Mr.  George  Charles  Smith,  of  Rosslyn  House, 
Chatham,  was  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  the  British 
Dental  Association,  for  unlawfully  using  the  title  or  descrip- 
tion of  "Surgeon-Dentist." 

Mr.  A.  Booth  Hearn  (solicitor),  who  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  Dental  Association,  said  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  Mr.  Smith  was  a  duly  registered  dentist,  but  owing 
to  certain  conduct  he  had  been  called  before  the  General 
Medical  Council  to  answer  a  charge  that  he  had  been  guilty 
of  conduct  that  was  infamous  and  disgraceful  in  a  pro- 
fessional sense,  and  the  Council,  considering  the  charge  had 
been  proved,  decided  to  strike  his  name  off  the  Register. 

Evidence  in  support  of  the  prosecution  was  given  by  Mr. 
Wra.  Stewart  Stevens,  dentist,  of  374  High  Street, 
Rochester,  who  said  he  saw  a  plate  outside  Rosslyn  House 
bearing  the  words  "  George  C  Smith,  Surgeon-Dentist." 

Defendant  said  the  prosecution  had  been  brought  about 
through  professional  animosity.  He  is  doing  a  large  amount 
of  business,  and  that  does  not  satisfy  some  people.    As  to 
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the  terms  "infamous  and  disgraceful,"  they  merely  meant 
by  advertising. 

Mr.  Tassell  told  defendant  he  could  appeal  to  the  High 
Court  against  the  decision  of  the  Medical  Council. 

The  case  was  formally  adjourned  for  the  production  by 
Mr.  Hearn  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  Register  as  it  stood  at 
present  as  evidence. 

The  resumed  hearing  took  place  on  November  12,  when 
the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  imposed  the  maximum  penalty 
of  20/. 

Merchandise-marks  Act. 

Glauber  Salts  in  Washing-soda. 
At  the  Bradford  Police  Court  on  November  8,  John 
Fletcher,  grocer,  of  121  Bridge  Street,  Bradford,  summoned 
the  Yorkshire  Manufacturing  Co.,  of  Norwood  Green,  for 
falsely  applying  the  description  of  "washing-soda"  to  a 
washing-mixture  sold  by  the  defendant  company.  Mr. 
Harold  Newell,  barrister,  said  Fletcher,  on  July  13,  bought 
two  1-cwt.  bags  of  washing-soda  from  the  Yorkshire  Manu- 
facturing Co.'s  traveller.  On  September  14  Mr.  Butler,  a 
confidential  clerk  with  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
bought  7  lb.  of  washing-soda  from  Mr.  Fletcher,  who  sup- 
plied him  from  the  material  he  had  got  from  the  Yorkshire 
Manufacturing  Co.  This  was  examined,  and  found  to  con- 
tain 66  per  cent,  of  Glauber  salts.  Washing-soda  should 
contain  not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  that  impurity,  as  had 
been  determined  in  a  High  Court  case  some  time  ago.  They 
knew  that  a  Miss  Sharp  was  the  so-called  Yorkshire  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  and  as  it  was  their  desire  to  discover  the 
originator  of  the  fraud,  they  did  not  mean  to  press  the  case 
if  she  would  divulge  the  information  required,  though  if 
she  herself  was  the  originator  she  ought  to  be  heavily 
punished. — Mr.  Fletcher  supported  counsel's  statements. 
Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Neill,  he  admitted  that  he  had  laid 
the  information  because  he  was  threatened  with  prosecu- 
tion unless  he  did  so.  He  knew  that  Messrs.  Brunner, 
Mond  &  Co.  were  behind  the  proceedings. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Neill  said  the  defendant  was  a 
young  woman,  twenty-four  years  of  age,  who  had  no  know- 
ledge of  the  conditions  restricting  the  sale  of  soda  mixed 
with  Glauber  salts.  The  defendant  could  have  escaped 
prosecution  if  she  had  given  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co. 
all  the  information  they  required  as  to  the  sources  of  supply 
to  her.  He  commended  her  loyalty,  and  pleaded  that  the 
penalty  should  be  a  nominal  one,  as  she  would  be  careful  not 
to  offend  in  future. 

The  Magistrates  imposed  a  penalty  of  21.  and  21.  14s. 
costs. 

[Messrs.  F.  M.  Rimmington  &  Son,  Ltd.,  analytical 
chemists,  Bradford,  were  retained  as  expert  witnesses  by 
Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Northwich,  at 
whose  instigation  the  prosecution  was  made.] 


County  Court  Case. 

A  Chemist's  Lease  and  Fixtures. 
At  Llanelly  County  Court  on  November  13,  Mr.  John 
Davies,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Llanelly,  sued  Mr.  Morgan 
William  James,  chemist  and  druggist,  Llanelly,  for  201.,  in 
respect  of  mesne  profits.  The  defendant  counter-claimed 
for  55Z.,  for  fixtures  and  stock-cases.  For  the  plaintiff  Mr. 
W.  Howell  said  that  the  defendant  was  granted  a  lease  in 
1885  by  the  late  Mr.  Gwilym  Evans,  which  expired  in  June 
1906.  In  consequence  of  the  defendant  not  leaving,  plaintiff, 
who  had  acquired  the  property,  was  obliged  to  issue  a  writ, 
and  the  Sheriff  was  eventually  put  in.  Defendant  left  on 
September  27,  and  plaintiff  claimed  a  quarter's  rent.  De- 
fendant put  in  a  claim  for  gas-pipes  and  fixtures,  many  of 
which  were  of  no  value.

to  remove  shelves  and  blinds.  The  question  of  costs  was 
reserved.  .

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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  in  the 
Society's  House,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
November  7. 

The  President  (Dr.  Walsh)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the 
other  members  who  attended  were  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
Smith)  and  Messrs.  Wells,  Beggs,  Blair  (Cork),  Michie, 
Watson,  and  Whitla. 

Sympathy  and  Condolence. 

After  the  minutes  had  been  signed,  Mr.  Wells,  on  behalf 
of  the  members  of  Council,  expressed  their  sympathy  with 
the  President  in  the  bereavement  which  he  had  recently 
sustained  by  the  death  of  his  brother,  Dr.  Thomas  John 
Walsh,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Sympathy  with  the  Presi- 
dent was  felt  by  every  member  of  the  Council. 

The  President  proposed  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with 
Mr.  William  Hayes,  a  former  member  and  ex-President  of 
the  Council,  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  his  wife.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
I  understand  that  the  Government  have  definitely  decided 
that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  make  any  progress  with  their 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  during  the  course  of  the  present 
Session.  The  Bill  has  .not  yet  been  formally  withdrawn 
but  I  have  the  best  authority  for  stating  that  it  will  be 
included  among  the  Parliamentary  "innocents"  which 
are  massacred  towards  the  end  of  every  Session.  This  does 
not,  however,  imply  that  the  Government  have  abandoned 
the  idea  of  passing  the  Bill  altogether.  On  the  contrary,  I 
understand  that  the  Bill  is  to  be  reintroduced  at  the  be 
ginning  of  next  Session.  Whether  the  Bill  will  be  re- 
introduced in  the  form  in  which  the  present  Bill  left  the 
House  of  Lords  it  is  impossible  as  yet  to  say  with  any  cer 
tainty.  Should  the  Government  adopt  this  course,  it  would 
naturally  facilitate  the  passage  of  the  measure  through  the 
two  Houses.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  introduction  of  the 
Bill  in  the  form  to  which  the  House  of  Lords,  at  the  instance 
of  Viscount  St.  Aldwyn,  amended  it  would  necessarily 
fail  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  drug-trade.  For  the  moment, 
at  any  rate,  the  Government  are  permitting  their  interest  in 
the  measure  to  be  in  abeyance,  though  I  understand  that 
their  intended  reintroduction  of  it  next  Session  is  dictated 
by  a  strong  hope  that  it  will  then  be  possible  to  secure  its 
successful  enactment  into  law.  If  the  Bill  is  introduced 
in  its  original  form — or,  rather,  in  the  form  to  which  Lord 
Crewe  amended  it  when  its  obvious  defects  were  pointed  out 
to  him  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  before  the  peers 
themselves  subjected  it  to  such  rude  handling — the  question 
will  arise  as  to  whether  it  shall  be  first  introduced  into 
the  Commons  or  the  Lords.  Should  the  Commons  pass  the 
measure  in  its  original  form,  it  would  then  go  up  to  the 
Lords  with  more  authority  behind  it. 

The  reasons  which  have  obliged  the  Government  t®  aban- 
don all  thoughts  of  getting  their  Bill  passed  during  the 
present  Session  are  sufficiently  clear.  Their  hands  are 
already  inconveniently  full  of  legislative  work,  and  in  the 
exigencies  of  the  situation  measures  of  other  than  first-rate 
importance  have  necessarily  to  go  to  the  wall.  Moreover, 
the  measures  they  still  have  on  hand  are  designed  by  the 
Government  as  a  legislative  solace  to  large  and  active  sec- 
tions of  their  own  followers,  and  therefore  inevitably  take 
precedence  of  what  may  be  termed  commercial,  as  distin- 
guished from  political,  measures.  The  Education  Bill,  for 
instance,  "the  Bill  of  the  Session,"  threatens  of  itself  to 
absorb  the  major  portion  of  what  remains  of  the  Session  if 
the  Prorogation  is  to  take  place  before  Christmas.  The  Bill 
is  expected  back  in  the  Commons,  at  a  rough  computation, 
on  or  about  Monday,  December  3  ;  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  drastic  amendments  which  the  peers  have  been  engaged 
in  effecting  in  it  will  form  the  subject  of  a  discussion  in  the 
Commons  extending  over  some  three  weeks,  monopolising 
practically  all  the  remainder  of  the  Session.  Even  from  the 
present  time  till  that  of  the  reappearance  of  the  Education 
Bill  in  the  Lower  House,  Government  time  is  pretty  well 
appropriated  already.  For  the  first  three  days  of  this  week 
the  Land  Tenure  Bill  has  engaged  the  House  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  others,  being  succeeded  by  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Bill  on  Thursday  and  a  discussion  of  the  last 
interim  report  of  the  Procedure  Committee  on  Friday. 
Monday  is  earmarked  for  the  Plural  Voting  Bill,  while  other 
measures  in  a  still  more  incomplete  state  crowd  the  legis- 
lative horizon  of  the  next  few  weeks.  Small  wonder,  then, 
that  the  Government  should  already  have  perceived  the 
impossibility  of  passing  their  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
during  the  present  Session. 

The  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  put  down  for  Novem- 
ber 12,  was  postponed  to  Tuesday.  It  was  then  No.  28  on 
the  Orders,  and  then  deferred  till  November  19. 

Opium  in  the  Transvaal. 
Mr.  Winston  Churchill  informed  Mr.  Theodore  Taylor 
on  November  12,  with  regard  to  the  consumption  of  opium 
by  the  Chinese  in  the  Transvaal,  that  Law  36  of  1905, 
assented  to  on  October  2  of  that  year,  prohibited  the  pos- 
session of  opium  except  for  medicinal  purposes.    The  new 


Ordinance,  he  proceeded,  fixes  the  maximum  for  which  a 
permit  can  be  issued  at  2  lb.  per  month.  No  permit  can  be 
issued  except  by  a  responsible  officer  on  the  prescription  of 
a  registered  medical  practitioner,  and  in  the  case  of  Chinese 
coolies  a  permit  can  only  be  issued  by  an  inspector  of  the 
Foreign  Labour  Department  on  the  prescription  of  the 
medical  officer  of  the  company  by  whom  the  labourer  is 
employed,  and  the  company  are  naturally  interested  in  not 
allowing  excessive  use  of  opium.  The  Ordinance,  Mr. 
Churchill  concluded,  is  actually  in  operation,  and  it  is  not 
the  intention  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  (Lord  Elgin)  to 
advise  the  King  to  disallow  the  Ordinance. 
_  Mr.  Smeaton  has  given  notice  of  a  supplementary  ques- 
tion to  the  Colonial  Secretary  on  this  subject,  asking 
whether,  seeing  that  2  lb.  of  opium  allowed  to  each 
Chinese  coolie  under  the  Ordinance  is  enormously  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  consumption,  and  seeing  that  elsewhere — 
as,  for  instance,  in  Burma— the  Chinese  are  known  to  drive 
a  flourishing  trade  by  selling  their  surplus  supplies  of  the 
drug  to  young  men  whom  they  have  tempted  to  opium 
smoking  and  eating,  the  British  Government  will,  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Kaffir  population,  disallow  the  Ordin- 
ance and  prohibit  the  importation  of  opium  altogether 
except  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Mr.  Claude  Hay  has  given  notice  to  ask  the  Colonial 
Secretary  on  November  19  on  what  date  the  1905  Ordinance, 
which  is  the  subject  of  discussion,  was  repealed. 

Opium  in  China. 
Eeplying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Lynch,  Mr.  Walter  Run- 
ciman,  on  behalf  of  Sir  Edward  Grey,  the  Foreign  Secre- 
tary, stated  that  the  latest  information  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Foreign  Office  with  regard  to  the  cultivation  of  opium 
in  China  would  be  found  in  the  report  for  the  year  1904-5 
of  the  foreign  trade  of  China.  The  Acting  Commercial 
Attache  stated  in  that  report,  Mr.  Runciman  proceeded, 
that  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  accurate  statistics  of  the 
annual  output  of  native  opium  in  China,  but  he  estimated 
the  production  of  the  province  of  Souchuan  alone,  which  is 
the  greatest  centre  of  poppy-cultivation,  to  be  about  four 
times  the  present  total  amount  of  foreign  opium  imported 
into  China. 

Australia  and  British  Trade. 
In  regard  to  the  Australian  Commonwealth  Commerce 
(Trade  Descriptions)  Act,  1905,  as  to  which  Mr.  J.  H. 
Seaverns,  as  mentioned  last  week  in  this  column,  put  a 
question  in  the  House,  Mr.  Winston  Churchill  now  states 
that  the  Colonial  Secretary  (Lord  Elgin)  has  received  re- 
presentations from  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
the  effect  that  the  regulations  under  the  Act  referred  to 
will  hamper  British  trade  to  Australia,  and  that  he  will 
communicate  with  the  Commonwealth  Government  on  the 
subject.  In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Churchill  added,  he  under- 
stood that  the  Minister  for  Trade  and  Customs  of  the 
Commonwealth  had  given  instructions  that,  in  the  admini- 
stration of  the  regulations,  every  consideration  should  be 
given  to  those  merchants  or  traders  who  may  inadvertently 
not  strictly  comply  with  the  regulations  in  the  first  instance 
through  mere  want  of  knowledge  or  the  difficulty  attendant 
upon  the  first  working  of  the  regulations.  In  commenting 
upon  this  answer,  Mr.  Seaverns  expressed  to  me  his  belief 
that  certain  of  the  conditions  sought  to  be  imposed  upon 
British  shippers  by  the  Act  in  question  were  quite  impos- 
sible of  accomplishment,  and  that  to  this  extent  the  answer 
returned  him  by  the  Colonial  Office  could  not  be  regarded 
as  wholly  satisfactory. 

The  Vaccination  Acts. 

Mr.  John  Burns,  the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  informed  Sir  William  Collins  this  week  that  the 
question  of  improving  the  present  administration  of  the 
Vaccination  Acts  is  receiving  his  attention,  but  that  he  is 
not  in  a  position  to  make  a  statement  in  regard  to  it.

Mayor  Thick. 


THIS  being  the  year  of  the  borough  elections,  the 
mayoral  choice,  in  places  where  political  questions 
influence  or  decide  the  constitution  of  the  councils,  has 
been  delayed  until  the  eve  of  November  9,  and  the 
usual  forecasts  have  been  absent.  The  two  non-conten- 
tious boroughs  which  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
mayoral  services  of  pharmacists  have  already  been  noted 
and  portraits  given  of  the  new  Mayors,  Alderman  Ealph 
Shorrock,  of  Darwen,  and  Mr.  Owen  Aly  Clark,  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  (C.  &  D.,  September  15,  p.  440,  and  Novem- 
ber 10,  p.  725).  Of  352  Mayors  elected  in  England  and 
Wales  and  the  London  boroughs  only  eight  are  connected 
with  the  drug-trade.  We  append  notes  on  the  six  who 
have  not  been  dealt  with. 

Alderman  William  Borrow  Trick,  J.P.,  chemist  and 
druggist,  the  new  Mayor  of  Stoke  Newington,  is  a  Welsh- 
man from  Neath,  Glamor- 
gan. He  passed  the  modi- 
fied examination  in  1873, 
and  commenced  business 
as  a  chemist  in  Stoke 
Newington  in  the  same 
year.  He  prospered  in 
pharmacy,  and  esta- 
blished a  number  of 
chemists'  businesses, 
which  were  subsequently 
amalgamated  as  Lewis  & 
Burrows,  Ltd.,  whose 
senior  director  he  now  is. 
Alderman  Trick  has  had 
a  long  experience  of  public 
duties.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  old  Vestry 
and  succeeding  Borough 
Council  of  Stoke  Newing- 
ton for  twenty  -  three 
years.  For  several  years  he  served  on  the  Hackney  Board 
of  Works.  He  has  filled  the  office  of  overseer,  and  was  twice 
Chairman  of  the  Rating  Committee,  while  he  is  now  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
Borough  Council.  In  1903  he  was  elected  alderman,  and  in 
1906  was  made  a  justice  of  the  peace.  In  1891  he  was  a  Pro- 
gressive candidate  for  the  representation  of  North  Hackney 
upon  the  London  County  Council,  but  was  defeated  by  Dr. 
E.  Baxter  Format. 

Councillor  Charles  Edward  Fox,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
who  is  again  Mayor  of  Bethnal  Green  (he  was  elected  to 

  the  chief  magistracy 

of  the  borough  in 
1901),  became  a  re- 
gistered chemist  in 
the  same  year  as 
Alderman  Trick,  the 
only  other  London 
pharmaceutical  Mayor. 
Councillor  Fox  is 
joint  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Wm.  Fox  & 
Sons,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, Bethnal  Green, 
a  century-old  busi- 
ness. He  was  ap- 
prenticed to  his 
father,  and  after 
studying  at  the 
Square  passed  the 
Major  in  1874,  nine 
months  after  qualify- 
ing. Mr.  Fox  became  a  partner  in  the  business  in  1876,  and, 
at  his  father's  death,  joint  partner  with  his  brother  William. 
Mr.  Fox  has  high  qualities  as  an  organiser  and  ruler,  and 
has  had  considerable  municipal  experience. 

Mr.  G.  Strawson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bishop's  Castle, 
has  been  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  a  municipal  by- 
election  at  that  place. 


Mayor  Fox. 


Mr.  Walter  Robert  King,  of  Messrs.  Typke  &  King, 
chemical-manufacturers,  Mincing  Lane,  London,  E.C. '; 
Mitcham  Common,  Surrey;  and  Rainham  Creek'  Essex', 
has  been  elected  to  the  mayoralty  of  Southend,  after  being  a 
member  of  the  Town  Council  for  the  short  space  of  two 
years.  Mr.  King  is  also  a  parish  overseer  for  Prittlewell, 
Essex.  He  is  a  prominent  Wesleyan,  and  has  held  and  still 
holds  several  offices  in  Freemasonry.  Mr.  King  established 
his  firm,  with  the  aid  of  a  partner,  in  1883. 

Councillor  Theodore  John  Rouw,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
has  been  unanimously  elected  Mayor  of  Ruthin,  Denbigh- 
shire. Mr.  Rouw  passed  the  Minor  in  December  1881.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Ruthin  Council  for  twelve  years, 
and  is  a  Conservative  and  a  Churchman,  but  his  election 
was  on  non-political  grounds.  He  is  one  of  the  best-known 
and  most  popular  men  in  the  Vale  of  Clwyd,  and  serves  on 
most  of  the  public  bodies  in  the  Ruthin  district. 

Mr.  William  Woolley,  of  Messrs.  Woolleys,  Ltd.,  whole- 
sale druggists,  Blackburn,  is  among  the  prospective  new 
magistrates  for  Blackburn  whose  names  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  approved 
by  him.  Mr.  Woolley  represented  St.  Matthew's  Ward  on 
the  Blackburn  Town  Council  for  six  years.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  local  Liberal  Executive.  Mr.  Woolley  was  a  candi- 
date at  the  recent  election,  but  was  not  successful. 

Mr.  Arthur  Sydney  Butler,  proprietor  of  the  business  of 
Messrs.  Arthur  Mason  &  Co.,  11  Trinity  Square,  London, 
E.C,  dealers  in  drugs,  chemicals,  and  essential  oils,  has 
been  elected  a  councillor  for  the  Stamford  Hill  Ward  of  the 
borough  of  Hackney. 

Mr.  Thomas  Henry  Pratt,  the  new  Mayor  of  Newbury, 
Berks,  is  a  chemist  and  druggist,  having  passed  the  Modified 
examination  in  1870.  He 
is  the  second  son  of  a 
chemist  ,  the  late  Mr.  J.  B. 
Pratt,  who  commenced 
business  in  Newbury  in 
1849.  Mr.  T.  H.  Pratt 
was  apprenticed  to  his 
father,  and  subsequently 
entered  into  partnership 
with  him,  this  continuing 
until  the  death  of  Mr. 
J.  B.  Pratt  in  1898.  Mr. 
Pratt  has  been  a  Town 
Councillor  for  three  years. 
He  is  a  Nonconformist,  a 
Liberal,  and  an  abstainer. 

Alderman  James  Liebig 
Muspratt,  J. P.,  the  new 
Mayor  of  Flint,  was  for 
many  years  associated  with  Mayor  Pratt. 

the  business  of  Muspratt  Bros.  &  Huntley,  Ltd.,  Flint, 
chemical-manufacturers,  now  incorporated  with  the  United 
Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.  His  father  was  Mayor  for  no  fewer  than 
seventeen  years ;  his  brother,  Mr.  Sydney  K.  Muspratt, 
filled  the  office  in  1896;  and  Alderman  Muspratt  himself 
was  Mayor  in  1892  and  1893. 

Our  Yorkshire  correspondent  was  not  quite  correct  in 
stating  (G.  <£•  D.,  November  10,  p.  724)  that  "there  was 
not  a  retail  chemist  before  the  electors  in  the  whole 
county."  In  Bridlington  alone  there  were  two.  Mr.  J.  V. 
Mainprize,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  elected  for  the 
Hilderthorpe  Ward ;  but  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilcock,  chemist  and 
druggist,  who  stood  for  the  Bridlington  Ward,  was 
defeated. 

Mr.  L.  L.  Stroud,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  elected 
to  the  Tewkesbury  Town  Council. 

Mr.  William  Marson,  chemist  and  druggist,  last  year's 
Mayor  of  Stafford,  has  been  appointed  Deputy-Mayor  for 
the  ensuing  year.

Mb.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P. 


AN  instructive  insight  into  the  life  of  Mr.  Richard 
Winfrey,  M.P.,  is  obtained  from  a  perusal  of  his 
autobiography,  which  is  published  in  the  current  issue  rf 
"M.  A.  P."  Mr.  Winfrey,  pharmaceutical  chemist  and 
"member  for  pharmacy"  in  the  House  of  Commons,  is 
the  cynosure  of  the  drug-trade  at  the  present  time,  so  that 

the  following  abstract  from 
his_  Life  will  not  be  un- 
welcome. Mr.  Winfrey  was 
born  at  Long  Sutton,  Lin- 
colnshire, forty-eight  years 
ago,  his  father  and  grand- 
father both  being  natives 
of    that   town.     He  was 
apprenticed   at  Stamford, 
another  Lincolnshire  town. 
I  started  my  appren- 
ticeship  at   fifteen,  and 
the  four  years  of  strict 
discipline,    what  many 
would  now  call  hardship, 
to  which  I  had  to  submit 
doubtless  did  me  a  world 
of  good.    I  often  wonder 
now  that  I  stuck  to  it 
throughout ;   but  I  did, 
and   at   nineteen  I  was 
ready  and  able  to  take  a 
good   situation,    earn  a 
comfortable  living,  and 
save  a  little  money  before 
I  was  twenty-one  years  of 
age. 

After  a  few  references  to  his  school-days,  Mr.  Winfrey 
gives  his  first  political  reminiscence,  which  refers  to  the 
1868  General  Election  : 

I  was  then  ten  years  of  age,  and  I  remember  riding  a 
favourite  mare  of  my  father's  about  all  day,  decked  in  the 
Liberal  colours.  That  must  have  been  my  start  in  politics, 
for  I  seem  to  have  taken  a  great  interest  in  them  ever  since. 
At  the  next  General  Election,  in  1874,  I  was  serving  my 
apprenticeship,  and  I  well  remember  how  I  espoused  the 
Liberal  cause  in  the  then  pocket  borough  of  Stamford.  In 
1880  I  was  studying  in  London  for  my  examinations,  and 
living  near  Kennington  Park.  Night  after  night  I  shouted 
myself  hoarse  for  the  Liberal  candidates,  Lawrence  and 
McArthur  (it  was  then  the  old  borough  of  Lambeth),  and 
Slielped  to  defend  the  platform  at  the  Horns  Assembly 
Rooms,  when  the  whole  of  the  chairs  were  broken  and 
■thrown  into  the  street. 

A  love  of  horses  was  inbred  in  Mr.  Winfrey.  After 
telling  of  this,  and  giving  some  particulars  of  his  father — 
who  was  a  magistrate — he  proceeds  : 

At  the  age  of  twenty-one  I  found  myself  in  London.  It 
was  my  first  freedom  from  restraint,  and  although  I  worked 
hard  and  passed  the  highest  examinations  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  as  short  a  time  as  any  student  was 
permitted  to,  I  must  say  it  was  the  happiest  year  of  my 
life.  Among  other  things  I  became  a  serious  politician, 
and  during  the  Session  of  Parliament  (1881)  I  sat  for  many 
hours  in  the  Gallery  of  the  House  of  Commons  listening  to 
the  debates.  That  Session  saw  the  beginning  of  the  stormy 
scenes  with  the  Irish,  when  Mr.  Speaker  Brand  was  in  the 
chair,  and  I  have  a  vivid  recollection  of  sitting  through  the 
debate  on  the  night  that  Mr.  Gladstone  introduced  the 
Irish  Land  Bill.  If  my  recollection  serves  me  right,  he 
spoke  for  more  than  four  hours ;  anyway,  I  know  I  sat  in 
the  Gallery  from  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  till  three 
o'clock  the  next  morning,  merely  retiring  behind  the  screen 
for  light  refreshments  supplied  by  a  kind  attendant. 

Soon  afterwards  I  took  up  my  residence  in  London  with 
John  Bell  &  Co.,  of  Oxford  Street,  and  for  nearly  five  years 
worked  my  way  up  to  a  good  position  in  that  old-established 
and  lucrative  business.  I  took  a  keen  interest  in  all  phar- 
maceutical matters,  and  became  President  of  the  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association,  where  I  made  many  friends.  On 
being  returned  to  Parliament,  among  the  many  letters  of 
congratulation  I  received  none  gave  me  greater  pleasure 
than  those  from  my  old  friends  and  colleagues  of  twenty 
years  ago.  And  now  I  find  I  may  be  in  a  position  to  serve 
them,  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  asked  me  to 
take  charge  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  to  pioneer  it,  if  pos- 


sible, through  the  House  of  Commons.  This  is  already 
bringing  me  into  touch  with  the  friends  of  my  youth,  and  is 
an  extremely  pleasant  feature  of  my  public  experience. 

Politics  continued  to  attract.  Mr.  Winfrey  was  prominent 
at  a  West-end  debating  society,  and  always  took  an  in- 
terest in  anything  political.  This  choice  led  to  his  final 
abandonment  of  pharmacy. 

I  never  returned  to  my  business,  much  to  the  regret  of  my 
father  at  that  time.  He  thought  that  having  spent  ten 
years  of  my  life  in  acquiring  knowledge  and  experience, 
and  having  spent  a  considerable  sum  of  money  also  in 
passing  my  examinations,  I  was  unwise  to  give  up  a  cer- 
tainty of  a  decent  living  for  the  stormy  and  uncertain  life 
of  journalism  and  politics,  and  I  must  confess  I  burnt  my 
boats  with  considerable  fear  and  trembling.  But  I  did  burn 
them,,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  although  my  father  has 
not  lived  to  see  me  returned  to  Parliament,  he  did  live 
long  enough  to  become  reconciled  to  the  career  I  mapped 
out  for  myself,  and  very  loyally  backed  me  up  in  my 
endeavours. 

Newspaper-work  was  not  easy  :  it  entailed  much  hard  work 
and  up-hill  fighting,  but  that  sort  of  thing  only  excites  Mr. 
Winfrey  to  greater  efforts.  To-day  he  is  managing  director 
of  five  newspaper  companies,  controlling  eighteen  journals, 
and,  besides  being  a  member  of  Parliament,  is  Parlia- 
mentary Private  Secretary  to  Earl  Carrington,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Java  Olive  Oil.— The  oil  expressed  from  "Java  olives,'' 
known  locally  as  "  Kaloempang-Bohnen,"  is  a  yellow  liquid, 
sp.  gr.  0.926,  refractive  index  1.4654,  iodine-value  76.6,  saponi- 
fication-value  187.9,  Reichert  value  0.8,  acetyl  value  23.5,  and 
containing  only  0.17  per  cent,  of  unsaponifiable  matter.  It 
becomes  thick  and  gummy  at  245°,  and  therefore  differs 
essentially  in  its  properties  from  genuine  olive  oil. 

Bebeerin. — This  alkaloid,  which  is  identical  with  pelosin 
extracted  from  the  i-oots  of  Pareira  brava,  has  the  formula 
Cl6Hu(OH)(OCH3)(NCH3).  It  has  usually  been  obtained  in 
an  amorphous  condition,  but  Scholtz  states  that  it  can  be 
obtained  in  well-defined  crystals  by  recrystallisation  from 
pure  methyl  alcohol.  Hitherto  only  the  lsevorotatory  form 
has  been  isolated,  but  Scholtz  has  now  found  the  dextrorota- 
tory form,  and  finds  that  both  varieties  melt  at  214°,  while  the 
racemic  variety  melts  at  300°. 

Oil  of  Juniper  us  Phoenicea.-T  us  oil,  which  was  the 
subject  of  a  paper  by  J.  C  Umney  and  C.  T.  Bennett,  read 
before  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  last 
year  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  16,  1905,  p.  933),  has  been  further 
investigated  by  M.  J.  Rodie,  whose  results  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  "  Bulletin  de  la  Societe  Chimique  de  Paris  " 
(3,  xxxv.-xxxvi.,  922).  The  paper  confirms  the  results  obtained 
by  Messrs.  Umney  and  Bennett  in  every  respect,  but  working 
on  15  litres  of  the  oil  M.  Rodie  has  found  traces  of  campheno 
and  phellandrene,  in  addition  to  the  constituents  identified  by 
the  English  chemists.  The  oil  used  by  Rodie  had  a  lighter 
specific  gravity  and  contained  a  somewhat  larger  proportion 
of  terpenes,  which  differences  that  investigator  attributes  to 
the  method  of  distillation  and  the  time  of  the  year  when  the 
material  was  collected. 

Russian  Peppermint  Oil.— Schindelmeiser  has  examined 
a  sample  of  oil  distilled  from  Russian-grown  peppermint  of 
authentic  origin.  This  oil  has  previously  been  examined  by 
Andres  and  Schimmel.  According  to  the  former  menthene 
and  dextro-limonene  are  present,  and  Schimmel  &  Co.  describe 
the  oil  as  having  sp.  gr.  0.910,  optical  rotation  -17°  to  -20°, 
free  menthol  43.4  per  cent.,  and  combined  menthol  3.4  per 
cent.  The  oil  now  examined  was  distilled  on  Government 
plantations,  and  had  the  following  characters :  Sp.  gr.  at  15° 
0.908.  optical  rotation  -19°  48',  and  refractive  index  at  20° 
1.46108.  It  boiled  at  200°  to  255°,  and  was  soluble  in  4  volumes 
of  70-per-cent.  alcohol.  It  was  found  to  contain  16.36  per  cent, 
of  menthone,  51.22  per  cent,  of  free  menthol,  and  4.8  per  cent, 
of  menthyl  acetate.  The  following  fractions  were  obtained  : 
Under  200°,  3.4  per  cent.  ;  200°  to  208°.  14.2  per  cent,  (rotation 
-8°  35');  208°  to  215°,  48  per  cent.  (rot.  -17°);  215°  to 
220°,  23  per  cent.  (rot.  -  22°)  ;  and  220°  to  224°,  3.6  per  cent, 
(rot.  -62°).  A  full  examination  of  the  various  fractions  re- 
vealed the  presence  of  pinene,  lsevo-limonene,  dextro-limo- 
nene, cineol,  menthone,  menthol,  esters  of  acetic  and 
valerianic  acids,  and  a  sesquiterpene.  No  trace  of  phellan- 
drene could  be  found.

British  Pharmacy, 

as  an  independent  art,  science,  profession, 
or  industry,  can  hardly  hope  to  accumulate  a  century's 
chronicles.  Pharmaceutical  progress  was  no  doubt  helped 
occasionally  in  England  in  the  days  of  the  apothecaries, 
but  precious  little  by  them.  Such  advances  as  were  made  in 
England  were  due  to  foreigners,  alchemists,  herbalists,  and 
compounders  of  quack  remedies.  But  corporate  as  distin- 
guished from  sporadic  pharmacy  cannot  be  traced  further 
back  than  the  foundation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
1841,  and  the  most  sanguine  of  vaccinators  will  hardly  dare 
to  anticipate  its  survival  for  another  generation.  It  was 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852  which  first  set  apart  and 
"  sealed,"  as  the  Mormons  say,  a  little  cluster  of  men  who 
were  in  the  true  sense  pharmacists  ;  men  who  regarded  their 
calling  as  something  a  little  beyond  a  mere  means  of  liveli- 
hood. The  records  say  that  Jacob  Bell  was  keenly  disap- 
pointed with  the  Act  which  he  had  won.  He  had  aimed  at  a 
much  more  comprehensive  measure.  But,  like  all  con- 
scientious workers,  he  had 

Builded  Better  than  he  Knew. 

From  cur  present  vantage 
ground  we  can  see  that  in  attracting  from  the  miscellaneous 
crowd  of  persons  who  called  themselves  chemists  and  drug- 
gists a  select  group  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  in 
securing  for  them  statutory  recognition  and  protection  of 
that  designation,  he  had,  in  fact,  created  an  organism,  in- 
spired it  with  vitality,  and  provided  for  it  a  suitable 
environment.  That  was  the  sort  of  Pharmaceutical 
Society  which  might  have  evolved  a  really  creditable  British 
Pharmacy — a  profession  which  would  have  compared  satis- 
factorily with  its  peers  of  the  Continent.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  Society  in  1868  into  a  sort  of  police  force,  with 
the  Privy  Council  as  its  controller  and  arbiter,  was  probably 
inevitable,  and  perhaps  was  for  the  greatest  good  of  the 
greatest  number,  for  no  doubt  the  mass  was  leavened  by 
the  new  law  ;  but  it  is  undeniable  that  the  earlier  ideal  was 
sacrificed  to  it.  The  Act  of  1898,  for  which,  by  the  irony  of 
fate,  Jacob  Bell's  commercial  descendant  was  nominally 
responsible,  gently  registered  the  historic  failure  of  the 
earlier  achievement.  It  was  a  melancholy  intimation  to 
the  Major  Examination,  once  the  distinguishing  mark  of 
high-class  pharmacy,  that  its  continued  presence  was  super- 
fluous ;  and  last  week  the  veteran  was  politely  and  regret- 
fully escorted  a  long  step  nearer  to  the  exit-door.  The 
restriction  of  Major  examinations  to  two  instead  of  four 
each  year  was  a  proper  business  step  for  the  Council  to 
take,  but  it  is  idle  to  ignore  its  significance.  It  is  a  little 
curious  that  immediately  afterwards  the  Council  should 
have  resolved  by  a  most  conclusive  vote  to  support  the 

Retrograde  Government  Proposals, 

as  Mr.  Carteighe  frankly 
and  truly  described  Ihe  essential  clauses  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  Perhaps  this  was  an  incautious  admis- 
sion. It  certainly  neutralises  all  the  rest  of  Mr.  Carteighe's 
arguments,  and  it  is  a  novel  contention  for  that  gentleman 
to  adopt  that  pharmacists  who  have  held  their  own  in  the 
past  even  against  Governments  should  now  tamely  accept 
proposals  which  they  know  to  be  retrograde,  because  they 
cannot  be  sure  that  they  will  be  able  to  defeat  them.  Other 
arguments  in  support  of  the  Council's  policy  of  pusillanim- 
ity are  Mr.  Campkin's,  that  some  mysterious  thing  has 
happened  which  has  compelled  the  Council,  as  wise  men,  to 
change  their  attitude ;  Mr.  Harrison's,  that  we  are  living 


in  a  degenerate  age,  and  therefore,  presumably,  it  is  only 
civil  on  our  part  to  degenerate  with  it ;  Mr.  Walter  Hills's, 
that  that  act  otherwise  might  be  logical  which,  as  the 
world  is  not  governed  by  logic,  would  be  suicidal.  But 
the  most  striking  event  of  the  discussion  was  the  revelation  j 
made  by  Mr.  Gifford  that  this  Bill  formalises  a  compact 
proposed  to  chemists  by  the  Government,  offering  them  so 
much  professionalism  in  return  for  the  surrender  of  so  much 
trade.  Mr.  Gifford  might  as  well  have  told  the  whole 
story ;  for  it  is  not  generally  known  that  the  Government's 
offer  was  the  result  of  the  intervention  of  the  German 
Emperor,  and  that  the  highest  Personage  in  the  land  im- 
plored the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
accept  it  so  as  to  avoid  complications  which  might  have  led 
to  a  European  war. 

Telepathy, 

or,  in  English,  thought-transference,  is  reported 
on  in  last  week's  News  in  as  matter-of-fact  a  manner  as 
if  it  were  no  more  of  a  mystery  than,  say,  maceration.  I 
am  not  sure  whether  M.  and  Mme.  Zancig  expressly  claim 
to  be  exponents  of  telepathy,  or  whether  they  merely  per- 1 
form  and  leave  their  audiences  to  draw  their  own  infer- 
ences. Certainly,  if  they  are  possessed  of  the  power  of 
conveying  thoughts  from  one  to  the  other,  the  exhibition 
of  such  a  phenomenon  in  a  London  variety  show  is  a  little 
discouraging  to  inquirers  with  open  minds.  For  there  are 
millions  of  more  or  less  cultivated  persons  on  the  earth  at 
the  present  time,  not  all  credulous  or  easily  imposed  upon, 
who  believe,  or  more  than  half-believe,  on  evidence  which 
they  think  sufficient,  that  the  spirit,  or  mind,  or  soul,  or 
intelligence  of  one  person  can  communicate  with  the  same 
entity  of  anoVher  individual  without  the  employment  of 
visible  or  vocal  aid.  Frederick  Myers,  who  devoted  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  to  the  examination  of  this  and 
kindred  phenomena,  and  who  was  a  man  of  high  culture 
and  attainments,  defined  telepathy  as  a  "psychical  invasion 
of  one  spirit  by  another.  A  phantasmogenetic  centre  is 
established  in  the  percipient's  surroundings,  and  some 
movement  bearing  some  relation  to  space  as  we  know  it  is 
actually  accomplished,  some  presence  is  transferred  and  may 
or  may  not  be  discerned  by  the  invaded  person."  Rather 
vague  and  very  vast;  but  Myers  preferred  that,  as  a  defini- 
tion of  telepathy,  to  the  more  usual  notion  of  etherial 
vibrations.  But  with  this  unfathomable  ocean  of  fluid 
belief  permeating  the  world  it  is  disappointing  and  annoy- 
ing that  our  trusted 

Scientific  Advisers, 

with  a  few  notable  exceptions,  maintain 
such  a  contemptuous  attitude  towards  the  subject.  If  true, 
nothing  that  has  ever  been  discovered  since  human  beings 
began  to  investigate  approaches  it  in  interest.  Gravitation, 
atoms,  ether-waves,  the  infinitely  great,  and  the  infinitely 
little,  must  all  yield  precedence  to  it,  for  this  proves  im- 
materialism  and  starts  us  on  the  way  to  know  the  ego 
which  thinks.  But  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society  sniff  if 
one  of  their  body,  bolder  than  the  rest,  dares  to  meddle 
with  the  topic,  and  pass  by  on  the  other  side.  Either  they 
quote  the  old  faith  in  witchcraft  and  suggest  that  the 
same  kind  of  credulity  has  only  broken  out  in  a  new  place, 
or  they  loftily  offer  what  satisfies  themselves  as  explana- 
tions of  phenomena  which  they  cannot  absolutely  contra- 
dict. It  is  then  that  they  give  themselves  away.  For  if 
the  apparent  problems  raised  are  solved  by  their  elucida- ' 
tions  there  is  not  much  mystery  about  them.  Just  after 
reading  an  account  of  the  Zancig  performances  I  met  with 
an  article  on  Occultism  by  a  French  scientist  in  the  latest 
"Revue  de  Deux  Mondes."  This  writer,  who  is  above  all 
delusions,  alludes  scornfully  to  these  conjuring  perform- 
ances, which  he  disposes  of  in  a  short  paragraph.  The; 
precipient's  answer  is  suggested  by  a  phrase  used  by  the 
agent  in  accordance  with  a  pre-arranged  code.  This  is  very 
old.  Or  (the  writer  professes  to  quote  from  "Lodge")' 
information  is  conveyed  by  movements  of  the  great  toe  in 
a  slippered  foot !  It  will  be  agreed  that  the  scientists  are 
no  match  for  the  conjurors,  whatever  may  be  thought  of 
their  controversies  with  the  spiritualists.

Editorial  Comments. 


Political  Outlook. 

It  seems  now  tolerably  certain  that  the  Government  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  cannot  come  on  this  Session.  It  was  on 
the  papers  for  last  Monday — the  night  when  the  House  of 
Commons  sat  continuously  till  10.40  the  next  morning.  It 
has  since  been  shifted  from  day  to  day,  but  the  Govern- 
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ment  appear  to  have  their  hands  full  of  Bills  of  first-class 
importance— a  category  to  which,  in  Ministerial  circles,  the 
Pharmacy  Bills  do  not  belong.  Mr.  Idris,  M.P.,  speaking 
at  West  Ham  last  week-end,  practically  confirms  this,  and 
his  speech  gives  an  impression  that  he  is  somewhat  weary 
of  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  to  impress  the  points  of 
the  Pharmacy  Bills  on  his  colleagues  in  Parliament.  Mr. 
Idris  finds  that  members  hedge  a  good  deal  when  spoken  to 
on  the  subject.  The  issue  is  certainly  not  at  present  a 
straight  one.  There  are  two  Pharmacy  Bills  on  the  horizon, 
one  brought  from  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Government 
and  one  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  is  the 
latter  that  chemists  write  about  to  their  members,  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  letters  are  thought  to  refer  to  the  Govern- 
ment Bill.  The  two  Bills  are  in  some  respects  antagonistic, 
and  it  must  sorely  bewilder  the  busy  member  of  Parliament 
to  find  that  both  Bills  are  supported  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Not  having  time  to  unravel  the  puzzle,  we  rather 
suspect  that  the  tendency  is  to  let  matters  slide  till  the 
urgency  compels  attention. 

Expediency,  the  new  watchword  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  is  playing  strange  pranks  with  the  con- 
sistency of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  We  turned, 
with  a  little  curiosity,  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Currie  at  Leeds 
on  November  8.  Thirty  hours  before,  Mr.  Currie  agreed  with 
seventeen  fellow-councillors  that  the  Society  should  support 
the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  on  the  ground 
of  expediency.  The  Bill  contains  a  proposal  for  handing 
over  the  sale  of  certain  poisons  to  persons  who  are  not  now 
regarded  as  qualified  persons,  yet  at  Leeds  Mr.  Currie  said  : 

It  is  all  very  well  to  talk  about  licensing  certain  in- 
dividuals to  do  the  duties  properly  belonging  to  qualified 
and  trained  men,  and  to  say  that  there  cannot  possibly  be 
any  more  danger  to  the  public  when  the  articles  are  to  be 
sold  by  such  in  scaled  packages.    It  requires  no  special 
training  to  hand  over  a  sealed  package.    Quite  true,  but  it 
requires  a  good  deal  of  training  to  know  whether  such 
package  should  be  sold  or  not. 
There  are  signs  that  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey  are  aware 
of  the  anomalous  position  in  which  they  have  been  placed  in 
being  asked  to  support  two  Bills  of  opposite  tendency,  and 
we  should  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that  before  another 
Session  opens  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  will  have  recon- 
sidered the  matter  and  resolved  to  act  consistently  instead 
of  facing  both  ways  when  the  problem  seems  difficult. 
Rather  than  give  up  the  principle  of  the  qualified  seller  of 
poison  it  would  be  better  to  suggest  to  the  Government 
another  grade  of  examined  poison-sellers  such  as  exists  in 
Ireland,  at  the  same  time  restricting  dispensing  of  medical 
prescriptions  to  chemists  and  druggists  and  those  at  present 
entitled  to  dispense  poisons,  in  order  to  compensate  them 
for  encroachment  on  their  vested  interests. 


Exporting  Perfumed  Spirits. 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  made  a  further  and 
valuable  concession  at  the  instance  of  one  of  the  firms 
exporting  perfumed  spirits  on  drawback.  The  Board  have 
given  permission  to  send  out  a  case  containing  half  a  bulk 
gallon.  Only  recently  the  officials  at  Somerset  House 
granted  the  half-gallon  case,  but  stipulated  that  at  least 
two  should  be  shipped.  Such  a  stipulation  was  found  to 
be  inconvenient  to  trade  and  more  or  less  playing  into  the 
hands  of  foreign  competitors,  and  renewed  representations 
have  resulted  in  the  concession  to  ship  half  a  bulk  gallon. 
Under  this  authority  exporters  can  send  out  a  half-gallon 
case  containing  scents,  Florida-water,  lavender-water, 
toilet-vinegar,  toilet-waters,  hair-washes,  dentifrices,  and 
brilliantines.    Should  these  articles  be  packed  with  tinc- 


tures, medicinal  spirits,  or  flavouring-essences,  then  other 
Revenue  conditions  prevail — viz.,  that  the  case  containing 
the  spirits  or  essences,  or  both,  shall  contain  one  bulk 
gallon,  that  at  least  2  gals,  shall  be  shipped,  and  that  each 
kind  be  separately  packed  in  case  and  classified  on  the 
official  packing-notice.  But  there  is  this  to  be  said.  Less 
than  2  gals,  may  be  shipped  on  exceptional  occasions, 
provided  the  exporter  makes  and  obtains  the  special 
sanction  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  who  may  impose 
a  small  sum  to  cover  the  additional  administrative  expense 
of  the  officer  for  taking  account  of  so  small  a  consignment. 


"Female  Pills." 

In  reference  to  the  note  in  this  column  last  week  as  to  a 
decision  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Department  that  the  title 
"Female  Pills"  denotes  liability  to  medicine  stamp-duty, 
the  marking  has,  as  we  anticipated,  proved  to  be  an  error. 
Messrs.  F.  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  wrote  to  the  Board  and 
received  the  following  reply  :

Gentlemen, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  9th 
instant,  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to 
acquaint  you  that  the  question  whether  the  use  of  the  title 
"  Female  Pills  "  involves  liability  to  medicine  stamp-duty  is 
not  free  from  doubt,  but  the  Board  decided  some  years  ago 
that  they  would  not  regard  the  use  of  the  title  as  in  itself  in- 
volving liability,  and  to  this  decision  they  still  adhere. 

In  a  recent  case  the  fact  that  the  question  had  been  pre- 
viously raised  and  decided  was  overlooked,  and  a  corre- 
spondent was  erroneously  informed  that  the  use  of  the  title 
involved  liability.

Reorganisation  of  German 
Pharmacy. 

A  bombshell  has  suddenly  dropped  in  the  midst  of  German 
pharmacists.  The  complaints  about  the  dearth  of  assistants 
and  the  growling  at  the  increasing  number  of  patent  medi- 
cines are  relegated  to  the  background  in  the  face  of  the 
stupendous  news  that  the  Imperial  Government  is  at  last 
really  taking  steps  to  reorganise  German  pharmacy.  This 
question  has  been  a  standing  subject  of  discussion  for  a 
generation  :  at  almost  every  annual  meeting  of  the 
Apotheker-Verein  some  new  system  of  reorganisation  was 
elaborated,  and  duly  laid  before  the  Imperial  Government, 
which  has  with  equal  persistence  put  them  on  one  side.  At 
last  the  news  has  filtered  through  that  the  Bundesrat  has 
actually  prepared  a  Bill  to  lay  before  the  Reichstag.  Many 
an  old  pharmacist  will  shake  his  head  with  dismay  at  the 
prospect  of  being  unable  in  the  future  to  vent  his  ideas 
regarding  the  salvation  of  the  profession.  To  understand 
the  position  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  are  two  classes 
of  pharmacies  in  Germany— viz.,  (1)  the  ancient  "Privi- 
leges" which  can  be  freely  bought  and  sold,  and  (2)  the 
more  recent  "  Concessions."  These  concessions  are  granted 
to  the  apotheker  for  his  lifetime  only,  and  at  his  death 
revert  absolutely  to  the  Government.  The  proposed  new 
systems  were  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  buying-up  of  the  Privileges  by  the  State,  or  the 
levying  of  a  special  tax  upon  the  owners  of  personal  con- 
cessions to  form  a  fund  to  buy  up  the  Privileges. 
As  was  argued,  the  holder  of  a  concession  had  not  to  pay 
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interest  on  the  purchase-money  of  his  apotheke,  and  to 
equalise  matters  should  contribute  his  extra  profits  to  the 
benefit  of  the  profession  at  large. 

(2)  That  all  personal  concessions  to  be  granted  were  in 
future  to  become  the  personal  property  of  the  holder. 

(3)  The  Socialist  proposal  that  the  State  should  take 
over  the  pharmacies. 

That  something  was  on  foot  was  evident  from  the  fact  that 
recently,  in  granting  new  concessions,  the  Prussian  Govern- 
ment informed  each  new  recipient  that  he  would  have  to 
conform  with  any  new  laws  that  might  be  enforced,  even 
to  the  giving  up  of  part  of  the  profits  from  his  business. 
As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  new  Imperial  Bill  provides 
that  all  new  pharmacies  are  to  be  purely  personal  conces- 
sions, and,  further,  that  hospitals,  sick-clubs,  and  munici- 
palities, and  lastly  even  the  Colonial  Office,  shall  be  allowed 
to  erect  or  have  their  own  pharmacies.  The  Governments 
of  the  various  States  of  the  German  Fatherland  can  make 
their  own  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  purchasing  of 
the  Privileges  within  their  dominions.  The  idea  appears  to 
be  by  the  granting  of  a  large  number  of  new  concessions  to 
lower  the  present  value  of  privileged  pharmacies  and  offer 
the  apotheker  entering  the  profession  more  chances  of 
reaching  an  independent  position  than  he  at  present  pos- 
sesses. That  the  proposal  in  this  form  will  not  be  welcomed 
by  present  owners  need  scarcely  be  mentioned.  Our  con- 
temporary the  "  Pharm.  Zeitung  "  thus  voices  the  views  of 
the  German  pharmacists  : 

It  is  remarkable  with  what  sovereign  contempt  the  new 
Bill  treats  the  entirely  opposite  proposals  of  the  German 
Apotheker  Verein  ;  the  exact  contrary  of  what  the  Verein 
proposed  is  to  be  made  law. 

We  are  informed  that  Herr  Althoff,  the  Minister  who  is 
responsible  for  the  drafting  of  the  Bill,  is  at  present  seri- 
ously ill ;  the  matter  may,  therefore,  be  held  in  abeyance. 


'  The  Vaseline  Circular 

to  which  reference  was  made  in  these  columns  last  week 
has  been  withdrawn.  From  an  interview  we  have  had  with 
the  Chesebrough  Manufacturing  Co.  we  gather  that  the 
circular  is  one  which  was  published  soon  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  and  that  on  the 
present  occasion  the  immediate  cause  of  the  reappearance  of 
the  leaflet  was  the  trade-mark  notice  on  the  front  page.  It 
seems  that  there  have  been  of  late  so  many  infringements  of 
the  Vaseline  trade-mark  that  vigorous  steps  have  had  to  be 
taken  to  bring  the  rights  of  the  Chesebrough  Co.  before  the 
trade,  and  in  issuing  the  circular  it  was  the  trade-mark 
warning  that  was  uppermost. 

The  Kodak  Trade-names. 

In  consequence  of  recent  actions  in  the  courts,  the  Photo- 
graphic Trade  Association  has  issued  to  its  members  a 
warning  that  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  sale  of  photo- 
graphic films  where  a  liability  to  confusion  exists  as  to 
what  the  customer  requires.  Referring  to  the  recent  cases 
of  passing-off  the  Association  circular  says  : 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  almost  all  cases  the  trouble 
has  arisen  from  a  want  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  the 
dealer  that  the  words  "  Brownie "  and  "  Bulls-eye,"  as 
applied  to  films  as  well  as  cameras,  are  trade-mark  names, 
the  property  of  Kodak,  Ltd. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  the  dealer  is  free  to  sell  any  make  of 
roll-film  he  likes.  What  he  may  not  do  is  to  supply  one 
make  when  another  has  been  asked  for,  unless  he  has  first 
received  his  customer's  consent. 

When     the     trade-names     "Brownie,"  "Bulls-eye," 

"Kodak,"  "F.P.K.,"  "C.K.,"  "  P.K.,"  are  used  by  a 
customer,  it  denotes  that  a  film  is  required  manufactured 
by  Kodak,  Ltd.  ;  when  "  Ensign,"  a  film  made  by  Austin 
Edwards;  and  when  "Wellington,"  "  Barnet,"  "  Lumiere," 
"Marion,"  or  "Imperial,"  then  films  of  those  specific 
manufacturers. 

The  attention  of  assistants  should  be  directed  to  this  matter, 


and  special  care  taken  both  in  the  case  of  oral  and  written 
orders  for  films. 

What  is  "Known  to  the  Seller"  ? 

This  question  has  brought  varied  opinions  from  the 
judicial  Bench,  but  it  has  been  left  to  a  chemist  to  answer 
it  in  a  simple  manner,  if  a  contributor  to  the  "  Scotsman  " 
may  be  believed.  Writing  about  plants  reared  on  poisons, 
he  says  : 

The  writer  once  had  occasion  to  use  for  entomological 
purposes  some  of  the  poison  known  as  prussic  acid.  He 
went  to  a  chemist  and  asked  for  some,  but  was  met  with  a 
direct  refusal.  "I  am  not  allowed  to  supply  you  with  such 
a  deadly  drug,"  said  the  chemist.  "I  do  not  know  you, 
and  if  anything  happened  I  should  render  myself  liable  to 
a  heavy  penalty."  Then,  seeing  his  customer  s  look  of  dis- 
appointment, he  continued  :  "If  you  are  passing  my  shop 
in  the  afternoon,  you  may  ask  for  it  again :  I  shall  know 
you  then."  This  little  story  illustrates  the  severity  of  the 
law  relating  to  poisons,  and  the  easy  way  in  which  it  is 
evaded. 

The  important  part  of  the  narrative  is  wanting  :  the  writer 
does  not  tell  us  if  he  took  advantage  of  the  chemist's 
remarkable  forensic  skill. 


Chemists'  Minbows. 


We  have  little  to  say  about  this  week's  window,  except  that 
it  is  an  object-lesson  in  the  foothold  that  American  firms 
have  got  in  our  South  African  market.  The  window  is  one 
in  the  retail  shop  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  Adderley 
Street,  Cape  Town,  and  it  is  adapted  for  most  effective 
display,  as  a  glance  shows,  while  a  few  moments'  study  of 
the  arrangement  will  be  well  rewarded  with  points.  The 
exhibit  is  made  up  of  Colgate's  toilet-specialities. 

Cinnamon  Oil  for  Influenza. — A  London  morning  paper 
has  been  directing  attention  to  the  specific  for  influenza 
recommended  by  Dr.  Carne  Ross,  of  Manchester.  Mr.  George 
Hooper,  of  East  Dulwich,  in  a  letter  to  one  of  the  papers, 
testifies  to  the  efficacy  of  Dr.  Ross's  treatment  from  personal 
observation.  Dr.  Ross  gives  the  patient  12  drops  of  oil  of 
cinnamon  in  half  a  wincglassful  of  water  each  hour  for  two 
hours,  then  10  drops  every  two  hours  afterwards  till  the  tem- 
perature returns  to  normal,  continuing  the  oil  in  10-drop  doses 
three  times  a  day  for  one  or  two  days.  After  the  temperature 
has  become  normal  the  patient  should  remain  in  the  bed- 
room at  least  twenty-four  hours.  Ceylon  cinnamon-bark  oil 
is  recommended  as  the  best  to  use.

Ellithorne  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members. 

Bookkeeping  for  Chemists. 

Mr.  Shacklady,  of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.,  gave  an  interesting  and  instructive  chat  on  chemists' 
bookkeeping.  After  detailing  some  extraordinary  incidents 
which  have  happened  owing  to  firms  not  knowing  their 
financial  position,  several  suggestions  were  made  by  the 
lecturer  as  to  improvements  possible  in  the  books  usually 
found  in  pharmacies,  and  the  advantages  that  would  accrue 
from  the  introduction  of  books  not  usually  kept.  For 
example,  he  advocated  the  ruling  of  a  cash-column  in  the 
prescription-book,  so  that  receipts  from  that  source  as  well 
as  the  number  could  be  ascertained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
In  this  connection  he  stated  that  the  card-index  system  is 
superior  to  the  old  style  of  indexing  the  prescription-books, 
and  renders  reference  to  old  entries  much  easier.  The  card- 
system  can  also  be  made  of  service  in  keeping  casual  accounts, 
instead  of  entering  them  into  the  ledger.  It  is  capable  of 
still  more  varied  application  to  the  individual  requirements 
of  each  business.  The  introduction  of  a  manifold  book, 
suitably  ruled  for  accounts,  would  save  a  great  deal  of 
a  chemist's  time  by  inducing  him  to  write  his  monthly  or 
quarterly  accounts  as  he  went  along,  instead  of  entering 
them  in  the  first  place  in  the  ledger  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  or  quarter,  as  the  case  may  be,  transcribing  all  the 
detail  from  the  ledger  to  the  account  form. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Shacklady  at  the  con- 
clusion of  his  paper. 

Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists.

Divisional  Secretary. — It  was  unanimously  decided  to 
recommend  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  re-elect  Mr.  D. 
Reid  as  Divisional  Secretary,  and  the  meeting  expressed  its 
indebtedness  to  Mr.  Reid  for  his  past  services. 

Supporting  the  P.A.T.A. — The  meeting  discussed  a 
letter  from  the  Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association,  asking  the 
Association  to  support  a  resolution  which  they  had  passed  to 
decline  to  exhibit  showcards  or  distribute  advertising- 
matter  having  for  their  object  the  popularising  of 
specialities,  unless  the  proprietors  of  the  same  become 
members  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  or  guarantee  a  reasonable  living 
profit  on  their  goods,  thus  showing  practically  their  sym- 
pathy with  the  great  body  of  retail  chemists,  as  other 
proprietors  had  done.  Acting  upon  the  spirit  of  previous 
resolutions  in  the  matter,  the  meeting  expressed  its  will- 
ingness to  support  any  action  that  the  P.A.T.A.  might 
take  in  respect  of  the  specialities  enumerated  by  the  Dews- 
bury Association. 

Soap  Combine. — A  letter  was  received  from  the  Halifax 
Chemists'  Association  asking  the  Association  to  discourage 
the  sale  of  "  trust  "  soaps,  at  any  rate  until  such  time  as  they 
felt  perfectly  assured  that  the  treatment  they  were 
to  receive  from  the  soap  combine  was  not  disastrous  to  their 
interests.  The  meeting  expressed  its  sympathy  with  the 
attitude  taken  up  by  the  Halifax  Association. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Bill. — The  meeting  discussed 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill  now  before  Parliament, 
without  passing  any  resolution  in  regard  thereto.  The 
meeting  also  expressed  its  approval  of  the  objects  of  an 
Association  that  is  being  formed  to  put  in  force  the  Pre- 
vention of  Corruption  Act. 

B.P.C.  Invitation. — The  meeting  discussed  a  motion  as 
to  issuing  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  to  meet  at  Exeter  in  1908,  but  in  view  of  the 
probability  of  the  Wesleyan  Conference  assembling  in  the 
city  in  July  of  that  year  and  a  possible  visit  of  the  Institute 
of  Journalists  as  well,  the  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  that 
the  time  was  not  opportune  for  extending  such  an  invita- 
tion at  present. 

Mr.  Rowsell  Congratulated. — A  resolution  was  passed 
congratulating  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  on  his  name  being  added 
to  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  the  county. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W. ,  on 
November  8,  Mr.  J.  Clark  (President)  in  the  chair.  Six- 
teen members  were  present,  to  whom  Mr.  Wm.  Lamond 
Howie,  F.R.S.E.,  lectured  on 

The  Art  of  Southern  Germany, 
illustrated  by  lantern-slides  from  his  fine  photographs 
taken  in  Cologne,  Bonn,  Nuremburg  and  Munich,  Strass- 
burg  and  the  Tyrol.  In  his  preliminary  remarks  Mr. 
Howie  said  the  mission  of  art  is  not  so  much  to  produce 
pictures  and  sculptures  as  so  to  shape  our  civilisation  and 
surroundings  as  to  make  our  lives  more  wholesome  and 
happy.  He  endeavoured  not  to  preach  a  gospel,  but  to  give 
some  means  of  understanding  and  estimating  the  vitality 
of  public  life  and  the  beauty  of  older  civilisations,  as  well 
as  the  virility  of  that  of  our  own  time  in  one  of  the  king- 
doms of  the  German  Empire.  He  was  not  so  pessimistic 
as  Sir  William  Richmond,  R.A.,  who  said  that  utility  and 
beauty  were  divorced  in  the  ugly  and  undesirable  objects 
produced  by  modern  machinery.  Considering  the  articles 
of  jewellery,  house-decoration,  and  furniture  and  dress 
fabrics,  multiplied  by  machinery  from  the  models  and 
designs  of  the  best  artists,  which  are  comparatively  within 
the  reach  of  the  humblest,  he  rather  thought  that  in  decora- 
tive art  and  architecture  we  are  now  enjoying  another 
renaissance.  Our  misfortune  is  that  so  few  understand  of 
their  own  initiative  the  great  or  beautiful.  When  it  is 
pointed  out  or  praised  in  a  book,  then  everyone  applauds. 
But  thinking  as  other  people  have  thought  is  mere  monkey- 
like instinct.  Sir  William  Richmond  urged  that  observa- 
tion of  the  beautiful  ought  to  be  a  training  in  every  child's 
life.  What  wonder  that  we  prefer  the  commonplace  to  the 
classical  when  our  elementary  schools,  kept  company  by 
our  slums,  are  as  plain  as  bricks  can  make  them,  while- 
costly  decoration  (albeit  vulgar)  is  seen  on  every  corner 
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"pub."?  Lord  Rosebery  said  that  "people  who  live  in 
mean  surroundings  think  meanly."  On  the  other  hand,  the 
highest  emotions  are  stirred  by  the  grand  in  line  or  colour, 
and  by  harmony  in  form  and  tone.  This  is  art,  and  its 
work,  it  has  been  well  said,  is  the  regeneration  of  the  race. 
Mr.  Howie  anticipated  the  not-far-distant  day  when  schools, 
like  colleges,  will  be  among  our  most  imposing  buildings, 
the  drinking-shops  starved  out  of  existence,  and  the  slum, 
with  its  unfortunate  inhabitants,  a  matter  of  mediaeval 
history.  He  concluded  with  a  brief  reference  to  the  im- 
portation of  civilisation  from  the  East  and  its  slow  evolu- 
tion in  art  and  science  in  Europe.  He  then  showed  his 
slides,  making  interesting  notes  and  racy  remarks  en  pas- 
sant. The  lecture  was  closely  followed,  and  great  apprecia- 
tion was  expressed. 

A  new  member  was  elected  before  the  meeting  broke  up. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  November  8  at 
the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  Leeds.  The  President  (Mr. 
W.  D.  Pollitt)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members. 

An  address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  of 
Glasgow,  on 

The  Position  of  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  Currie  first  outlined  the  position  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.    The  House  of  Lords,  he  said,  are  going  to 
confiscate  the  title  which  has  been  earned  by  individual 
chemists  by  their  own  hard  work,  with  the  expenditure  of 
much  time  and  money  and  brain-power.    The  House  of 
Lords  contend  that  a  limited  company — a  combination 
which  has  "neither  a  body  to  be  kicked  nor  a  soul  to  be 
damned" — should  be  allowed  to  acquire  the  right  to  call 
itself  "chemist"  because  it  may  happen  to  have  in  its 
employ  an  individual  who  has  passed  the  qualifying 
examination.    The  argument  appears  to  be  that  there  is  a 
large  vested  interest  in  these  companies,  and  that  if  Parlia- 
ment took  away  the  title  which  the  companies  have  usurped 
for  a  long  time  past,  it  would  mean  very  serious  loss  to  the 
companies.  But  what  about  the  vested  interests  of  the  16,000 
chemists  of  the  United  Kingdom  whose  names  are  on  the 
Register  ?  Surely  16,000  men  could  make  a  very  strong  pro- 
test if  they  would  make  the  effort.    At  the  last  General 
Election  no  fewer  than  353  of  the  present  members  of  the 
House  of  Commons  declared  themselves  in  favour  of  the 
view  of  the  individual  chemists  upon  this  question.  What 
chemists  have  to  do  now  is  to  see  that  the  pledges  given  by 
those  members  are  not  forgotten.    They  must  keep  in 
touch  with  everything  that  is  going  on,  and  be  prepared  to 
act  whenever  the  Bill  is  brought  before  the  House  of 
Commons,  as  it  may  be  at  any  moment.    Mr.  Currie  went 
on  to  enlarge  on  the  importance  of  chemists  getting  into 
direct  communication  with  their  member  of  Parliament,  as 
such  personal  influence  carried  more  weight  than  official 
documents.    The  speaker  then  urged  the  importance  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciations, and  had  a  few  words  to  say  on  the  question  of  the 
prescribing  of  proprietary  preparations  by  medical  men. 
The  practice  is  so  widespread  that  if  not  faced  soon  there 
will  be  no  need  for  the  chemist  at  all.    When  he  spoke  of 
proprietary  preparations  he  did  not  refer  to  new  drugs,  or  to 
special   preparations   of  pure   drugs,    but  to  the  multi- 
farious array  of  "  special  combinations  "  of  drugs  to  form 
mistura  that  or  elixir  the  other  thing.    These  combinations 
are  simply  mixtures  of  well-known  drugs,  capable  of  being 
put  together  by  any  chemist,  probably  "in  many  cases  with 
more  certainty  of  result.  He  contended  that  the  prescriber, 
by  ordering  such  ready-prepared  articles,  loses  his  hold  upon 
the  patient ;  the  dispenser  has  to  sink  his  individuality  in 
handling  other  people's  preparations ;  and  the  patient 
argues  that  if  a  proprietary  medicine  is  all  he  is  to  get  for  his 
fee,  he  can  prescribe  for  himself  next  time.  Mr.  Currie  then 
gave  his   views   on  the   sale  of   poisons,   and  argued 
that  it  should  only  be  entrusted  to  specially  trained 
chemists.    The  sale  of  cocaine  and  morphine  ought  not  to 
be  encouraged,  and  he  did  not  think  hypodermic  syringes 
should  be  sold  to  the  public  at  all.    Prescriptions  containing 
sedatives  should  not  be  repeated  an  unlimited  number  of 
times,  the  speaker  contending  that  the  physician  never 
intended  certain  prescriptions  to  be  utilised  for  the  rest  of 
the  patient's  life.    Chemists  could  not  take  any  initiative 


in  this  regard,  but  a  discussion  on  the  matter  could  not 
help  but  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  (Applause.) 

A  discussion  followed,  in  which  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock,  Mr. 

F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  Mr.  Johnson,  Mr.  Brown,  Mr. 

G.  W.  Worfolk,  Mr.  Yewdall,  Mr.  Fourness,  and  Mr. 
Bentley  took  part;  and,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  Mr. 
Currie  answered  a  question  put  to  him  by  Mr.  Sargeant,  as 
to  whether  he  could  reconcile  the  statement  of  Lord  Crewe 
in  the  House  of  Lords  with  a  letter  written  to  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  on  behalf  of  the  Privy  Council.  Mr. 
Currie  said  he  failed  to  see  how  it  could  be  possible  for  the 
Privy  Council  to  uphold  the  action  of  the  permanent  offi- 
cials. Some  of  them  got  into  the  habit  of  being  far  too 
much  afraid  of  the  permanent  official.  The  letter  to  the 
College  Council  might  not  have  been  seen  by  the  Lord 
President  at  all ;  and  if  such  a  letter  contained  state- 
ments which  had  not  received  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
President  and  a  quorum  of  the  Privy  Council,  he  should  say 
that  it  could  be  called  very  seriously  into  question. 

Dover  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Dover  Institute  on 
Wednesday,  November  14,  at  2.30  p.m.,  Mr.  G.  F. 
Forster  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present  Messrs.  Barnes,  Brown,  Cartwright,  Ewell,  Ewell, 
jun.,  and  Kay. 

Officers. — Mr.  J.  F.  Brown  was  unanimously  elected 
President,  and  Mr.  Ewell  was  re-elected  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  for  the  twenty- fourth  year. 

The  Accounts  showed  a  satisfactory  balance  in  hand.  It 
was  decided  not  to  subscribe  longer  to  the  Federation,  as 
its  aims  are  now  practically  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Dewsbury  Association  was  supported  in  its  aim  to 
get  more  specialities  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

A  Presidential  Address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Brown. 
In  this,  after  a  trenchant  criticism  of  the  House  of  Lords' 
treatment  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  right 
of  chemists  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  he  said  : 

Permit  me  a  few  words  on  the  suggestion  I  made  of  insert- 
ing the  words  "person  or"  between  "no"  and  "company" 
in  Clause  4  of  Earl  Crewe's  Bill.  Every  man  who  puts  forward 
a  novel  suggestion  must  expect  to  have  his  facts  weighed,  his 
motives  examined,  and  his  arguments  tested.  What  I  did  not 
expect  was  the  stony  silence,  the  obstinate  aversion,  the  ill- 
will  rising  into  anger  and  resentment,  which  greeted  what 
appeared  to  me  only  to  supply  what  was  obviously  and  logic- 
ally wanting.  Surely  the  lethal  dose  of  any  poison  is  the 
same,  neither  less  nor  more,  whether  it  is  supplied  by  a  single 
unqualified  individual  or  by  a  body  corporate  of  seven  or 
more  such.  The  limited  liability  extends  only  to  the  selling 
company;  the  purchaser,  if  he  takes  the  dose,  is  "all  on  his 
own." 

When  company-trading  made  its  first  incursions  upon  phar- 
macy, our  leaders  of  that  day  refrained  from  opposing  them 
because  they  "doubted  whereunto  this  would  grow."  Now 
that  an  invasion  by  unqualified  individuals  is  in  progress,  and 
daily  evidence  is  forthcoming  of  the  inadequate  defence  pro- 
vided by  the  poisons  legislation  of  1868,  it  is  wise  to  consider 
whether  the  same  policy  of  inaction  should  be  repeated.  The 
growing  evil  will  not  be  effectually  stopped  by  officially 
shutting  our  eyes  to  it. 

Now  that  company-trading,  in  which  pharmacy  plays  but  a 
subordinate  part,  is  about  to  be  legally  sanctioned,  it  will 
become  still  easier  for  an  unqualified  individual  to  pose  in  the 
similitude  of  a  chemist  and  to  carry  on  the  business.  Would 
it  not  be  better  to  admit  facts  which  we  cannot  deny,  and  to 
impose  the  same  limitations  on  the  one  as  the  other?  My 
friends  need  not  be  so  angry  with  me  for  presuming  to  sanction 
fresh  competition  :  I  only  take  the  situation  as  I  find  it,  and 
desire  to  lessen  its  obvious  evils. 

The  great  gain  which  I  foresee  as  possible  is  the  recognition 
in  the  language  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  fundamental 
principle  that  in  the  carrying-on  of  a  chemist's  business  the 
indispensable  and  invariable  condition  is  the  presence  of  the 
chemist  himself. 

Failing  the  acceptance  of  my  amendment,  those  who  practise 
pharmacy  in  its  proper  meaning  would  do  well  to  select  a 
new  title,  pharmacist  or  the  like,  which  could  be  defended, 
and  turn  their  energies  towards  impressing  upon  the  public 
mind  the  duty  of  discrimination  between  the  skilled  dispenser 
and  compounder  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  mere  distributor  of 
ready  packed  remedies  on  the  other. 

The  members  expressed  their  cordial  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Brown's  address.  After  the  claims  of  various  applicants 
for  the  Benevolent  Fund  were  discussed  the  meeting  closed. 
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Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion, Liverpool,  on  November  8,  the  President  (Mr.  Prosper 
H.  Marsden)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  Ph.C,  read 
a  paper  on 

Liquor  Sode  Chlorinate. 
After  tracing  the  alterations  in  the  formula  for  this  pre- 
paration in  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  1867,  1885,  and  1898,  and 
giving  it,  as  an  example,  of  an  alteration  in  the  method  of 
making  a  preparation  without  a  corresponding  change  in 
the  proportions  of  the  ingredients,  Mr.  Cowley  said  the 
following  factors  have  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  arriving  at 
the  best  possible  proportions  for  preparing  a  liquor  of 
pharmacopceial  chlorine  strength  : 

1.  The  proportion  of  available  chlorine  in  the  bleaching- 
powder. 

2.  The  solubility  of  the  bleaching-powder  operated  on. 

3.  The  quantity  of  sodium  carbonate  required  to  com- 
pletely precipitate  the  dissolved  lime. 

4.  The  relative  proportions  of  lime  and  available  chlorine 
dissolved  in  a  definite  time. 

5.  The  fact  that  all  solutions  of  hypochlorites  are  more 
stable  in  an  alkaline  than  in  a  neutral  solution.  This 
appears  to  have  been  ignored  by  the  compilers  of  the  two 
last  Pharmacopoeias,  though  practically  admitted  by  their 
statement  as  to  the  amount  of  available  chlorine  in  the  solu- 
tion of  chlorinated  lime  and  soda. 

The  quantity  of  available  chlorine  in  bleaching-powder  is 
variable,  its  stability  being  affected  by  the  temperature  at 
which  the  lime  has  been  chlorinated,  the  purity  of  the  lime, 
the  amount  of  moisture  in  it  at  the  time  of  chlorination, 
and  the  conditions  under  which  it  has  been  stored.  From 
a  series  of  experiments  it  has  been  found  that  the  largest 
proportion  of  available  chlorine  to  soluble  lime-compounds 
is  bleached  after  shaking  the  mixture  of  bleaching-powder 
and  water  frequently  for  half  an  hour.  The  chlorine-con- 
tent was  determined  by  the  B.P.  method.  The  amount  of 
dissolved  lime  was  determined  by  dissolving  in  excess  of 
hydrochloric  acid,  warming  to  completely  expel  chlorine, 
cirefully  neutralising  in  the  presence  of  methyl  orange, 
and  titrating  while  hot  with  normal  sodium  carbonate, 
using  phenolphthalein  as  an  indicator.  Mr.  Cowley  found 
that  in  the  formula  for  liquor  sodse  chlorinatas  the  propor- 
tion of  sodium  carbonate  might  with  advantage  be  increased 
to  double  that  of  the  bleaching-powder,  as  the  quantity 
ordered  in  the  present  Pharmacopoeia  is  too  small  to  pre- 
cipitate all  the  lime.  The  lime  should  be  shaken  with  the 
water  frequently  during  half  an  hour  before  adding  the 
solution  of  sodium  carbonate.  The  volume  ordered  in  the 
B.P.  might  be  increased,  since  during  the  winter  months  the 
mixture  becomes  almost  pasty  when  the  sodium  carbonate 
is  added  to  the  solution  of  chlorinated  lime.  The  U.S. P. 
prescribes  a  larger  proportion  of  water  for  this  reason. 
The  liquid  should  be  filtered  as  rapidly  as  possible,  as  there 
is  a  considerable  loss  of  chlorine  during  the  process,  but  if 
the  precipitate  settles  fairly  rapidly,  which  it  will  if  the 
weather  be  warm,  this  even  is  not  desirable. 

Mr.  Cowley's  next  note  was  on  phosphoric  acid,  which  we 
hope  to  print  later. 

In  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  the  President  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  if  liquor  sodse  chlorinata?.  is  kept  for  any 
length  of  time  it  deposits  on  the  sides  of  the  bottle,  the 
deposit  being  doubtless  due  to  a  decomposition  and  the 
throwing  out  of  some  of  the  calcium  salt. 

Mr.  Harry  Martin  said  that  papers  of  this  kind  are  of 
value  to  the  compilers  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Abraham  said  the  preparation  had  gone  out  of 
use  of  late  years.  It  was  formerly  much  employed  as  an 
application  in  diphtheria,  but  since  the  introduction  of  anti- 
toxin its  use  has  gone  out.  His  experience  of  the  pre- 
paration went  to  show  that  unless  the  solution  is  very 
carefully  kept  it  decomposed  very  readily. 

Mr.  Cowley  briefly  replied,  and  the  proceedings 
terminated. 

Edinburgh  Chemists,'  Assistants,'  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  twenty-ninth  session  took  place 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  House,  36  York  Place 
Edinburgh,  on  November  9,  Mr.  Joseph  Tait  (President) 
in  the  chair. 


The  President  delivered  his  inaugural  address,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  abstract : 

A  Pharmacy  Student's  Course  of  Study. 

The  long  hours  are,  said  Mr.  Tait,  the  great  draw- 
back to  the  calling  of  the  pharmacist,  a  great  obstacle  to 
pleasurable  study,  and  the  chief  cause  of  the  scarcity  of 
apprentices.  The  Preliminary  examination  should  have 
been  passed  before  apprenticeship,  and  during  apprentice- 
ship masters  should  do  all  they  can  to  encourage  their 
apprentices  to  take  up  an  educational  course.  The  start 
of  a  general  scientific  training  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  this  should  be  undertaken,  not  necessarily 
with  a  view  to  passing  the  Minor  examination,  but  with 
that  ultimate  object  in  view.  The  first  year  of  apprentice- 
ship may  be  devoted  to  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
details  and  contents  of  the  shop;  the  second  year  to  the 
study  of  elementary  inorganic  chemistry  and  elementary 
botany;  the  third  year  to  advanced  inorganic  chemistry 
and  advanced  botany ;  and  the  fourth  year  to  pharmaceutics 
and  elementary  organic  chemistry.  Many  apprentices  may 
still  have  another  year  to  spare,  and  this  could  be  devoted 
to  physics  and  honours  inorganic  chemistry.  By  this  time 
the  student  will  have  had  a  good  general  training,  and  now 
only  requires  a  rounding-off  at  a  pharmaceutical  school 
before  presenting  himself  for  the  Minor  examination. 

Mr.  Tait  then  referred  to  the  syllabus  of  the  Minor 
examination,  and  said  the  subjects  could  not  be  properly 
taught  in  six  months,  as  suggested  by  the  official  recommen- 
dation to  "study  for  that  period.  He  regarded  experiments 
in  the  course  of  a  lecture  as  valuable  methods  of  fixing  a 
subject  in  the  mind.  Taking  down  lectures  from  dictation 
is  absolute  waste  of  time,  as  that  method  can  only  be  of  use 
when  the  subject  is  at  least  partly  understood.  In  practical 
work  the  student  should  be  trained  to  think  and  reason  out 
matters  for  himself,  instancing  in  this  connection  analysis 
which  is  often  conducted  solely  by  rules.  The  lecturer 
regarded  pharmacy  schools  as  finishing  schools  after  the 
apprentice  had  learnt  the  fundamentals  during  his  appren- 
ticeship. Mr.  Tait  is  a  believer  in  the  Students'  Corner ; 
he  said  : 

As  a  great  help  and  training  in  the  analysis  of  mixtures,  a 
very  important  part  of  the  practical  work  of  our  examina- 
tions, I  would  strongly  recommend  the  monthly  competi- 
tions which  appear  in  the  Students'  Column  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist.  In  my  opinion  this  column  has  been  of 
immense  service  to  students  and  the  means  of  converting 
many  a  mere  mechanical  worker  into  a  tnoughtlul  and 
careful  experimenter.  All  the  exercises  demand  a  thorough 
and  careful  analysis,  and  the  series  form  a  first-class  training 
in  analytical  work.  A  limited  supply  of  mixture  is  given, 
and  this  teaches  the  student  to  work  with  small  quantities 
which  of  itself  is  of  great  value,  as  it  necessitates  that  carelul 
observation  wherein  the  success  of  analysis  lies.  the  tault 
of  most  beginners  is  in  using  too  large  quantities.  Itoe 
keenness  of  competition,  in  addition  to  the  prospect  ot  a 
prize,  makes  these  exercises  very  attractive,  and  1  think, 
between  that  and  the  limited  supply  spoken  of,  it  tends  to 
reduce  mere  mechanical  work  to  a  minimum,  requiring  the 
student  to  think  for  himself,  thus  developing  the  truo 
analytical  art.  There  are  excellent  notes  given  by  Dr 
Dobbin  on  reports  sent  in.  and  his  remarks  to  individual 
competitors,  which  are  published  with  the  results,  are  ot 
very  great  assistance.  These  remarks,  appearing  at  a.  time 
when  the  student  is  anxious  to  know  how  and  where  he  has 
gone  wrong,  has  a  lasting  effect  on  the  memory,  .bach 
student  gets  the  benefit  of  expert  criticism  applied  to  his 
own  analysis-a  thing  he  cannot  possibly  get  in  text-books. 
Most  of  us  have  failed  at  times  to  get  many  of  the  book 
tests  and  reactions  to  succeed,  not  understanding  that  these 
only  do  so  under  certain  conditions. 

In  regard  to  the  Major,  Mr.  Tait  characterised  the  condi- 
tions as  severe,  and  suggested  that  the  examination  be  con- 
ducted in  stages.  Many  more  Minor  men  would  then  be 
induced  to  work  for  the  examination  m  the  evening.  It  is 
essential  that  the  pharmacy  student  should  take  up  a  healthy 
hobby  to  counteract  the  effect  of  the  long  hours  to  which  he 
is  subjected  in  business.  . 

Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland  (Vice-President)  proposed  a  vote  ot 
thanks  to  the  President  for  his  interesting  practical  address, 
and  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  (Chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the 
North  British  Branch),  in  seconding,  congratulated  the 
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President  on  the  high  position  he  had  attained,  and  on  his 
practical  and  suggestive  address. 

The  vote  was  passed  with  acclamation. 

Prize  Competitions. — The  Secretary  read  the  reports  on 
the  summer  session  and  on  the  prize  competitions,  which 
were  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry.  The 
last  report  indicated  that  the  Dott  Physics  Prize  had  been 
gained  by  Mr.  James  Henry,  137  George  Street.  Mr. 
D.  B.  Dott  then  presented  Mr.  Henry  with  copies  of 
Humphry  and  White's  "  Pharmacopedia,"  Perkin  and 
Kipping's  "Organic  Chemistry,"  and  Southall's  "Materia 
Medica." 

Mr.  David  Murray,  32  East  Preston  Street,  and  Mr.  G.  D. 
Reid  were  unanimously  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
respectively. 

West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  Earlham  Hall, 
Forest  Gate,  on  November  8.  The  chair  was  occupied  by 
Mr.  Harold  Mitchell  (the  President),  and  among  those 
present  were  Messrs.  W.  W.  Blades,  Andrew  H.  Cleland, 
J.  E.  Eastman,  J.  Edward  Evans,  Walter  Forbes,  J. 
Hender,  Walter  T.  Johnson,  S.  C.  Jones,  J.  H.  Matthews, 
J.  Middleton,  E.  B.  Raine,  H.  A.  Riles,  J.  Savage,  T.  H. 
Seed,  Henry  Soper,  C.  F.  Ward,  A.  H.  West,  and  W.  R. 
Barnes  (Secretary). 

Perforated  Stamps. — The  Secretary  read  the  following 
letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Inland  Revenue,  dated 
October  9  : 

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  March  12  last  drawin.tr 
attention  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  West  Ham  and 
District  Chemists'  Association  on  March  8,  I  am  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  acquaint  you  that  the 
matter  referred  to  therein  has  been  receiving  attention  for 
some  time  past,  and  that  it  is  now  expected  that  applicants 
who  desire  to  obtain  perforated  non-appropriated  medicine- 
stamps  of  any  denomination,  and  in  either  of  the  present 
sizes,  will  bo  able  to  do  so  on  and  after  January  1  next,  and, 
further,  to  obtain  perforated  appropriated  stamps  in  about 
three  months  after  that  date.  The  Board  are,  however, 
unable  to  accede  to  the  suggestion  that  these  stamps  should 
also  be  ready  gummed. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  Association  might 
justly  claim  credit  for  securing  the  concession. 

Shop-hours.— A  letter  was  read  from  the  West  Ham 
Town  Clerk  informing  the  Association  that,  the  necessary 
number  of  persons  affected  not  having  voted  in  favour  of 
the  issuing  of  an  order  for  the  earlier  closing  of  chemists' 
shops,  the  Council  are  unable  to  proceed  with  it  further. 
_  Resignation.— A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Forbes  in- 
timating his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  committee  of 
the  Association  consequent  on  his  removal  to  another  dis- 
trict.—It  was  agreed  to  forward  to  Mr.  Forbes  a  letter  em- 
bodying the  regret  of  the  Association  for  his  resignation, 
and  its  thanks  for  his  past  services. 

The  Benevolent  Fund. — It  was  intimated  by  the  Presi- 
dent that  the  Association  is  entitled  to  ten  votes  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  the  committee  were 
instructed  to  consider  the  claims  of  candidates  for  the  votes. 
Pharmaceutical  Politics. 

The  President  then  welcomed  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P., 
and  congratulated  him  on  his  restoration  to  health.' 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Idris,  on  rising  to  address  the  meeting,  met  with  a 
very  cordial  reception.  He  said  the  position  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  was  of  the  utmost  importance  to  chemists.  The 
case  they  are  fighting  for  and  their  possible  future  in  the 
matter  are  points  which  interested  him  more  than  anything. 
The  apothecary  of  IdO  years  ago  did  not  find  his  calling  so 
lucrative  as  he  wished,  and  went  into  the  medical  profes- 
sion. In  that  position  he  certainly  had  done  very  much 
better  than  the  chemists  and  druggists  who  followed.  The 
apothecaries  of  the  Continent  did  not  go  into  the  medical 
profession.  They  remained  the  dispensers  of  medicines, 
and  their  part  of  the  medical  profession  checked  the  other 
part.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  safety  of  the  public  was  more 
realised  by  them  than  it  was  by  the  chemists  of  this  country. 
(Hear,  hear.)  Some  of  them  would  remember  that  in  an 
address  delivered  three  years  ago  at  Bristol,  he  gave  very 
abundant  evidence  of  the  dangers  arising  from°the  same 
man  prescribing  and  dispensing  a  patient's  medicine.  (Ap- 


plause. )    He  felt  sure  that  Mr.  Jacob  Bell  and  other  workers 
for  the  trade  from  1850  to  1868  hoped  to  separate  dis- 
pensing and  prescribing  by  means  of  legislation,  as  was 
desired  in  every  other  civilised  country  in  the  world.  In 
his  recent  visit  to  India  he  had  found  prescribing  and  dis- 
pensing rigorously  separated.    Mr.  Idris  then  went  on  to 
point  out  the  hollowness  of  the  claim  that  the  Pharmacy  Act 
ensured  that  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  poisons  should  only 
be  done  by  qualified  persons — the  decision  in  1881  com- 
pletely changed  the  aspect  of  affairs.    (Applause.)  That 
decision  laid  it  down  as  a  fact  that  a  limited  company  is 
freed  from  nearly  all  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  Act, 
and  from  all  the  conditions  which  were  made  obligatory  for 
the  chemist  and  druggist  on  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868.    The  limited  company,  the  one-man  company,  or 
the  one-woman  company  is  free  from  all  the  regulations 
imposed  upon  the  chemist  as  being  necessary  for  the  storage 
of  poisons,  and  also  from  the  conditions  laid  down  that 
articles  should  be  made  according  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia.   Such  an  overwhelming  catastrophe  was  quite  out- 
side his  knowledge  as  having  occurred  to  any  organised 
trade,  and  outside  his  conception  or  that  of  any  reasonable 
being.    (Hear,  hear.)    Mr.  Idris  then  referred  to  influences 
that  were  at  work  in  obtaining  the  Poisons  Committee,  and 
had  something  to  say  about  public  servants  who  are  known 
to  be  opposed  to  chemists  and  druggists.    The  House  of 
Lords  and  the  member  of  the  Ministry  who  introduced  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  do  not  seem  to  realise  the 
position,  as,  instead  of  reserving  the  title  to  the  men  who 
had  won  it  by  large  expenditure  of  money  and  long  train- 
ing, and  upon  whom  the  statutory  title  had  been  imposed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  the  House  of  Lords  dis- 
regarded it.    When  Parliament  reopened  on  October  23, 
co-operating  with  Mr.  Winfrey,  he  had  tried  in  every  possible 
way  to  get  more  knowledge  of  the  intentions  of  the  Govern- 
ment regarding  the  Bill.    It  was  very  strange,  but  their 
conversations  with  and  interrogations  of  members  of  the 
Ministry  and  members  of  Parliament  clearly  proved  that 
the  case  of  the  chemists  has  not  been  grasped,  iviembers 
do  not  realise  what  an  injustice  is  being  done  to  chemists 
by  the  perversion  of  the  law  he  had  described.  He 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  possibility 
of    the    Poisons    and    Pharmacy    Bill    being  carried 
further  by  the  Government  this  Session.     The  measure 
is  not  one  on  which  their  party  is  agreed,  and  he  felt 
satisfied  that  they   wished  to  avoid  contentious  Bills, 
and  only  to  put  through  those  on  which  there  would  be  little 
discussion,  and  on  which  they  could  secure  large  majorities. 
What,  then,  he  asked,  is  to  be  the  procedure  in  the  future  ? 
He  assured  chemists  that  the  matter  is  receiving  the  most 
careful  and  earnest  attention  of  some  of  the  most  trust- 
worthy men  who  represented  the  trade.    Mr.  Winfrey  and 
he  had  had  consultations  with  them,  and  were  to  have  more 
within  the  next  few  weeks.    It  is  very  clear  that  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  will  have  to  be  introduced  next  year  if  they  cannot 
induce  the  Government  to  put  it  through  or  take  it  up. 
Probably  it  will  have  to  be  introduced  in  the  Commons  as  a 
private  Bill.    The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  was 
more  of  a  regulation  measure  than  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  would 
be  introduced  by  the  Privy  Council,  and  they  would  have 
the  same  lessons  to  go  through  as  they  had  learnt  this  year. 
The  supreme  thing  for  chemists  to  think  about  is  the  fact 
that  their  representatives  in  Parliament  and  the  Ministry 
are  altogether  uninformed  as  to  the  just  claims  of  the 
chemists  of  the  country.    If  they  wished  to  make  it  sure 
that  their  rights  would  be  maintained — and  he  was  not  only 
speaking  to  those  present,  but  to  chemists  generally  all  over 
the  country — they  must  persistently  and  unitedly  "  collar  " 
every  member  of  Parliament,  and  interest  him  in  their 
cause.    They    had  such  a  strong  case  that  no  one  who 
properly    looked    into    it    could    escape    the  judgment 
that   it   was   a   just   one.     If   they   each  individually 
acted   on   his   suggestion,    they    would    have   a  chance 
of   doing  better  than  they   had   done  in  the  present 
Session  of  Parliament.    To  achieve  anything  they  must  be 
united.    (Applause.)    They  could  not  expect  unanimity 
of  opinion  on  things  in  general,  even  in  their  own  trade ; 
but  he  had  been  considerably  disturbed,  in  conversing  with 
members  of  Parliament,  when  quotations  were  made  of 
opinions  that  had  been  expressed  by  members  of  the  craft 
in  opposition  to  the  ideas  of  the  men  who  ought  to,  and  did,

lead  them,  and  who  are  able  more  than  any  others  to  put 
the  Bill  through  Parliament.  (Hear,  hear.)  If  any  of  the 
craft  raised  the  slightest  objection  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  it 
was  immediately  picked  up  by  their  enemies  and  made  use 
of  in  opposing  the  Bill.  That  would  always  be  the  case.  They 
should  not  forget  that  the  interests  of  the  capitalist  are 
always,  in  Parliament,  ahead  of  those  of  individuals  and  of 
the  public.  He  was  ahead  because  he  spent  more  money ; 
he  worked  hard  and  paid  workers  well.  So  long  as  capit- 
alists could  do  this,  and  work  harder  for  their  cause  than 
the  chemists  did,  chemists  might  depend  upon  it  that 
capitalists  would  win.  If  chemists  were  united,  they  would 
win ;  if  disunited,  they  would  fall.  He  hoped  that,  as  a 
result  of  the  position  being  explained  to  them,  they  would 
feel  stimulated  to  do  what  little  they  could  to  promote  the 
justice  of  their  cause,  and  to  see  that  every  member  of 
Parliament  of  whom  they  had  any  l.nowledge,  or  in  whom 
they  were  interested,  had  that  cause  at  heart.  Once  he 
was  made  to  thoroughly  understand  that  cause,  he  could 
not  refuse  to  support  it.  (Applause.) 

The  President,  in  inviting  discussion,  mentioned  that 
the  West  Ham  Association  had  approached  members  of 
Parliament  in  the  district  and  educated  them  as  to  the 
claims  of  the  chemists.  The  result  was  that  Mr.  Master- 
man,  member  for  West  Ham,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Bethell, 
member  for  the  Romford  Division,  had  each  pledged  himself 
to  support  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Matthews,  Mr.  Soper,  and  Mr.  Potter  commented 
upon  the  subject. 

In  replying  to  the  discussion,  Mr.  Idris  said  that  many 
members  of  Parliament  who  had  pledged  themselves  to 
support  the  Pharmacy  Bill  were  not  quite  so  well  pro- 
nounced as  he  should  like  them  to  be.  Not  a  day  passed 
without  Mr.  Winfrey  and  he  tackling  one  or  two  members 
and  striving  to  get  their  full  views ;  but  he  was  sorry  to 
say  that  they  hedged  a  good  deal.  The  opponents  of'  the 
chemist  had  been  very  busy.  The  proprietors  of  the  large 
chemists'  stores  and  their  agents  are  persistently  lobbying 
members  trying  to  persuade  them  to  vote  against  the  Phar- 
macy Bill.  Chemists,  on  the  other  hand,  must  not  allow 
the  matter  to  sleep.  Although  the  Bill  might  not  come  up 
during  the  present  Session,  it  was  essential  that  they  should 
get  all  their  friends  in  Parliament  whom  they  could  in- 
fluence to  watch,  and  when  necessity  arose  support,  the 
chemists'  case. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Idris,  and  a  discussion 
took  place  as  to  whether  the  Association  should  any  longer 
support  the  Federation.  The  conclusion  come  to  was  that 
there  is  now  no  necessity  for  the  existence  of  the  Federation.

London,  W.,  met  with 
a  fatal  accident  on  November  14,  while,  alighting  from  an 
omnibus  m  Charing  Cross  Road.  He  was,  we  understand, 
Mr.  Roberts's  only  son.    An  inquest  is  to  be  held. 


Gbe  Week's  poisoninos. 

FIFTEEN  deaths  have  taken  place  during  the  past  week 
from  poisons  usually  sold  by  chemists.  Six  were  mis- 
adventures. It  is  noteworthy  that  six  were  caused  by  the 
unscheduled  poisons  ammonia  (3),  hydrochloric  acid,  and 
sulphuric  acid.  Five  of  the  unscheduled  six  were  mis- 
adventures. Doris  Timerick  (1  year  and  9  months), 
daughter  of  a  Coventry  printer,  obtained  possession  of  a 
bottle  of  sulphuric  acid,  a  small  quantity  of  which  she 
drank  with  fatal  results. — Rowland  Whitehead,  of  Hull, 
drank  spirit  of  salt  in  mistake  for  tincture  of  rhubarb  ; 
while  John  Rickhards  (37),  of  Greenwich,  took  it  in  mistake 
for  whisky. — A  retired  Board  of  Trade  officer  named 
William  Groat,  who  lived  at  South  Shields,  was  given  liquid 
ammonia  in  mistake  for  medicine.  A  Perth  labourer,  John 
Craik  (35),  died  after  drinking  a  wineglassful  of  liquid 
ammonia  from  a  black  (quart)  bottle,  evidently  believing  it 
was  whisky.  A  quantity  of  ammonia  was  swallowed  also 
by  John  Campbell,  who  died  subsequently  in  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary.  It  is  not  known  whether  Campbell  took 
the  poison  intentionally  or  not. — Five  fatalities  were  caused 
by  laudanum.  Only  one  of  these  was  a  misadventure,  the 
drug  being  accidentally  taken  in  oveidose  by  Major  Stuart 
Murray  Wilson  (57),  of  Muthill.  The  suicides  were  Alfred 
Cecil  Martin  (26),  a  medical  student  at  the  London  Hos- 
pital, who  resided  with  his  mother  in  Kensington  ;  Alfred 
Philip  Pearce  (39),  a  Stock  Exchange  clerk,  who  lived  at 
Thames  Ditton ;  Jessie  Clark,  of  Glasgow ;  and  Joseph 
Bailey  (55),  who  poisoned  himself  in  a  Belfast  hotel. — The 
prussic-acid  poisoning  at  Dumfries  is  referred  to  elsewhere. 
Harry  Montague  Chad  wick  (39),  secretary  of  a  company, 
poisoned  himself  with  potassium  cyanide  in  his  office  at 
Knight's  Hill,  S.E. — A  Leeds  servant-girl,  Anna  Maria 
Fellowes  (16),  and  the  fourteen-year-old  daxighter  of  a 
licensed  victualler  at  Greatbridge,  Staffordshire,  poisoned 
themselves  with  carbolic  acid.

Cocaine. — A  sharp  decline  of  Is.  8d.  per  oz.  was 
announced  by  the  makers  on  November  12.  Hydrochloride 
is  now  quoted  8  s.  lOd.  for  at  least  175  oz.,  9s.  Id.  for  at 
least  70  oz.,  and  9s.  4c/.  for  less  than  that  quantity.  The 
previous  reduction  was  one  of  9c/.  on  August  28.

— Reports  from  Italy  regarding  the  crop  are 
becoming  worse  and  worse,  and  it  is  practically  certain  it 
will  be  a  failure.  Consequently  great  firmness  prevails  and 
holders  do  not  sell.  Prices  have  advanced  daily,  altogether 
being  3/.  to  4/.  per  ton  higher.  During  the  past  few  days 
the  quotations  have  remained  unaltered  on  the  Naples 
Exchange,  and  the  future  course  of  the  market  depends  on 
the  news  from  Candia,  Tunis,  and  Greece,  Spain  being  con- 
siderably higher  than  Italy.

Opium. — Our  Smyrna  correspondents  write  as  follows  : 

Smyrna,  October  3. — Market  is  unchanged.  Interior  holders 
still  complain  of  insufficient  rain.  The  sales  are  as  follows  : 
Twenty-five  cases  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equivalent  of  8s.  8d. 
per  lb.,  two  cases  choice  Karahissar  at  9s.  3d.,  and  five  cases 
rejections  at  6s.  1(7.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  Market  closes  firm  with 
buyers,  and  the  arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  to  2,841  cases, 
against  1,322  cases  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

A  monthly  report  from  Smyrna  states  that  the  sales  during 
October  amounted  to  285  cases,  which  (with  the  exception  of 
45  for  England  and  a  few  for  the  Continent  and  speculation) 
have  been  taken  for  the  United  States.  Prices  advanced  fully 
id.,  and  sellers  continue  to  maintain  a  firm  position.  Some 
rain  fell  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  but  since  then  the 
weather  has  been  more  or  less  dry.  It  is  believed  prices  will 
be  well  maintained  in  consequence  of  smaller  sowings  and 
short  stocks.  Should  the  demand  from  consumers  continue, 
it  is  likely  that  higher  prices  will  bo  established  later.  The 
arrivals  to  date  amount  to  2,841  cases,  against  1,222  cases  at 
same  period  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  to  3,043  cases, 
against  1,172.  The  Smyrna  stock  in  first  and  second  hands  ia 
now  2,890  cases,  against  3,520  cases  at  same  period  last  year, 
and  in  Constantinople  830,  against  949  cases.

Pistachio-nuts. — The  crop  in  Italy  is  said  to  have  been 
a  failure.  Old  crop  is  quoted  3s.  4c/.  and  new  at  3s.  8d. 
per  lb.  net,  f.o.b. 

Potash,  ■Chloroplatinite,  has  further  advanced  to 
31s.  3c?.  per  doz.  tubes. 

Quinine. — As  a  result  of  the  12  per  cent,  advance  in 
the  bark  unit  at  Amsterdam  last  week,  the  German  makers 
have  advanced  their  prices  of  sulphate  in  bulk  by  ^d.  per 
oz.  to  8c?.  Howards  make  no  alteration  in  the  sulphate, 
but  other  salts  are  advanced  in  conjunction  with  the  German 
makers,  the  prices  of  the  more  important  being  as  follows  : 
Citrate  Is.,  hydrobromate  lli,c/.,  hydrochlorate  ll^c/.,  hydro- 
chlorate  P.J.  II.  Is.  OgcZ.,  hypophosphite  Is.  9c/.,  salicy- 
late ll^d.,  and  valerianate  Is.  2d.  per  oz.  The  makers  have 
done  business  in  sulphate  at  8c/.  to  wholesalers,  and  only  a 
small  quantity  is  available  at  this  price.  The  second-hand 
market  is  in  consequence  firmer,  but  little  business  has  been 
done  owing  to  the  absence  of  sellers,  who  are  practically 
asking  convention  rates.  Small  sales  have  been  made  at  7f  c/. 
to  7grf.  for  spot  and  at  8c/.  for  February  and  March. 

The  Amsterdam  Quinine-works  have  advanced  their  prices 
by  fl.  1.50,  making  their  quotations  fl.  13J  for  Ed.  II.  and 
ft.  16J  per  kilo,  for  Ed.  III. 

Rhubarb. — Firm.  Sales  of  medium  round  well  trimmed 
Shensi  of  good  even  fracture  have  been  made  at  2s.  9c/., 
and  for  flat  High-dried  of  fairly  good  fracture  Is.  4c/.  has 
been  paid,  good  rough  round  selling  at  Is.  Id. 

Saffron. — An  advance  of  4  pesetas  (=3s.  per  lb.)  has 
taken  place  in  Spain  owing  to  disastrous  storms  having 
occurred  while  the  harvesting  was  in  progress.  The  final 
yield  will,  therefore,  not  be  so  great  as  anticipated.  Finest 
Valencia  is  now  about  30s.,  but  quotations  are  unsettled 
for  the  moment.

6c/., 
and  Ceylon  Cinnamon  partly  sold  at  5c/.  to  6c/.  for  broken 
quill.  Nutmegs  were  quiet  and  Mace  steady,  fair  West 
Indian  of  the  latter  selling  at  Is.  5c/.  Good  Natal  Arrow- 
root in  cases  were  bought  in  at  3^c/.  Fair  Zanzibar  Cloves 
were  bought  in  at  7\d.,  and  18  cases  Penang  sold  with  all 
faults  at  Is.

Squill. — For  a  few  bags  on  the  spot  8c/.  is  asked.  In- 
quiries made  in  practically  all  the  known  sources  abroad 
have  not  elicited  a  single  offer. 

Strophanthus. — Small  sales  of  genuine  green  Kombe 
have  been  made  at  3s. 

Strychnine. — The  makers  of  the  B.  &  S.  brand  have 
advanced  their  prices  by  l^cZ.  per  oz.,  pure  crystals  in  small 
quantities  being  quoted  at  Is.  9c/.  per  oz.  This  brings  the 
price  practically  to  the  level  of  the  English  maker. 

Sulphur. — An  advice  from  Messina  dated  October  31 
states  that  the  dispute  regarding  quotations  between  Catania 
and  Girgenti  was  resolved  in  favour  of  the  former.  When 
this  became  known  at  Girgenti  quite  a  revolution  broke  out, 
the  railway  trucks  loaded  with  sulphur  being  burnt.  Order 
was  restored  by  the  military.  Refineries  at  Girgenti  will 
henceforward  work  at  a  disadvantage  and  probably  be 
obliged  to  close.  On  the  other  hand,  many  mines  will  prefer 
sending  their  brimstone  to  Girgenti.  The  entries  at  Catania 
will  diminish,  and  it  is  not  at  all  improbable  in  the  spring, 
when  the  consumption  of  the  refineries  and  mills  at  Catania 
is  enormous,  the  supply  may  fall  short.  With  reference 
to  contracts  made  previous  to  the  establishment  of  the  "  Con- 
sorzio  Obbligatorio,"  the  brimstone  will  remain  subject 
to  its  rules.  Arbitrators  will  decide  whether  for  account 
and  buyers  or  sellers.  The  above  decision  is  looked  upon  as 
unfair,  as  it  causes  great  annoyance  and  loss  to  merchants 
having  previous  engagements.  As  previously  stated,  prices 
were  increased  about  2s.  at  Girgenti,  but  unaltered  at 
Catania.  It  is  believed  the  "CO."  will  continue  to  ad- 
vance quotations.

Not  Lever's  Glycerin. 
Sir, — In  your  issue  of  November  3  last,  p.  664,  you 
report  that  I  said — 
that  a  sample  of  glycerin  taken  at  Wood  Green  was  found 
to  contain  arsenic,  and  that  the  glycerin  came  from  Messrs. 
Lever. 

I  beg  emphatically  to  state'  that  you  have  misreported  my 
speech.  My  remark  was  that  it  was  said  the  glycerin  was 
supplied  by  Messrs.  Lever.  An  inquiry  into  the  matter  has 
taken  place,  and  I  am  now  able  to  state  that  the  glycerin 
was  not  supplied  by  Messrs.  Lever.  I  trust  you  will  give 
this  letter  a  prominent  place  in  the  next  issue  of  your 
journal.

[The  words  used  in  our  report  were — 

Dr.  Cohen  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  sample  of 

glycerin  taken  at  Wood  Green  was  found  to  contain  arsenic. 

The  glycerin,  he  said,  came  from  Messrs.  Lever's,  and  he 

requested  that  an  investigation  be  made. 
We  have  now  before  us  evidence  that  the  glycerin  referred  to 
was  not  supplied  by  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers,  Ltd.,  of  Port 
Sunlight.  The  samples  were  taken  in  February  and  March 
last,  and  as  soon  as  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers,  Ltd.,  were  com- 
municated with  they  made  full  inquiry,  with  the  result  that 
it  was  proved  that  whatever  the  make  of  glycerin  taken  by  the 
inspector  which  showed  arsenic  may  have  been,  it  was  not  that 
of  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers.  The  retailer's  supply  was  obtained 
from  a  wholesale  firm,  who,  some  time  after  the  inspector's 
purchase  at  Wood  Green,  obtained  a  fresh  supply  of  glycerin, 
which  was  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers'.  This  was  analysed  by  Dr. 
Otto  Hehner  and  found  to  be  free  from  arsenic,  but  the  retailer 
never  received  any  of  this,  and  for  the  confusion  of  Lever's 
pure  glycerin  with  the  contaminated  glycerin  of  another 
manufacturer  the  wholesale  firm  tendered  their  sincere  regret 
to  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers,  Ltd.  It  is  quite  apparent,  there- 
fore, that  the  name  of  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers  was  erroneously 
/ind  unwarrantably  brought  into' the  matter,  and  we  much 
■regret  giving  publicity  to  a  report  to  the  contrary.— Editor.] 

Pagenstecher's  Ointment. 
Sir, — On  scanning  the  pages  of  your  welcome  journal 
this  morning  I  noticed  a  paragraph  on  the  use  of  recently 
made  mercuric  oxide  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Martindale.  It 
might  interest  you  to  know  that  I  have  for  a  long  time  pre- 
pared the  oxide  in  this  way,  and  enclose  you  a  copy  of  letter 
and  sample  of  the  ointment  sent  to  ophthalmic  surgeons  some 
time  back.  Strange  to  say,  I  use  exactly  the  same  method 
as  you  quote — that  is,  I  only  partially  dry  the  oxide  pre- 
vious to  incorporation  with  the  base.

[Mr.  Beaton  calls  his  ointment  hydrarg.  oxid.  flav.  (via 
humida  paratum),  and  the  circular  contains  the  following 
paragraphs  :  "  We  have  recently  prepared  an  ointment  of  the 


oxide  much  on  the  lines  of  Hoffman,  who  first  suggested  its 
use  to  Pagenstecher.  The  mercuric  oxide  is  precipitated  in 
the  dark,  and,  after  washing  and  drying,  immediately  in- 
corporated with  a  base  consisting  of  lanohne  and  spermaceti 
ointment  minus  the  benzoin.  Thus  made,  the  oxide  is  in  an 
extremely  minute  state  of  division,  and  the  ointment  remains 
soft,  melts  at  the  body-heat,  and  is  highly  emollient.  It  is 
put  up  in  small  ophthalmic  tubes  in  strength  of  from  0.2  to 
10  per  cent."] 

Business  Methods. 
Sir, — I  think  I  can  do  my  fellow-chemists  a  better 
turn  at  the  commencement  of  the  coming  winter  than  to 
direct  their  attention  to  the  article  "  Modern  Business 
Methods"  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1906, 
which  I  have  read  and  re-read  with  pleasure  and  profit. 
If  the  younger  generation  would  only  imbibe  the  spirit  of 
that  article,  I  consider  there  is  nothing  to  fear  from  com- 
petition in  any  shape  or  form.  The  bulk  of  the  correspond- 
ence in  the  C.  it'  D..  to  my  mind,  shows  that  the  chemist  still 
weighs  in  grains  and  thinks  in  grains,  and  I  cannot  do  better 
than  quote  the  last  paragraph  of  the  same  article  : 

Once  a  chemist  gives  his  aspirations  greater  atmosphere 
and  ceases  to  hesitate  about  applying  the  modern  business 
methods  of  other  trades  to  his  own  business,  he  takes  the 
first  step  towards  fortune  ;  for  if  his  location  does  not  afford 
scope  for  his  energies  he  will  not  take  long  to  get  into  one 
that  does.

Inadequate  Eemuneration. 
Sir, — I  feel  honoured  to  receive  your  editorial  benedic- 
tion upon  what  many  of  your  readers  will  consider  the  most 
material  part  of  the  doctrine  of  my  presidential  address, 
and  your  criticism  of  the  other  part  is  so  sympathetic  that  it 
deters  me  from  completing  an  antithesis  by  calling  it  a 
malediction.  My  views  on  the  need  for  the  higher  educa- 
tion of  the  pharmacist,  both  before  and  after  qualification, 
grow  stronger  and  more  confirmed  as  time  goes  on.  It  is 
surprising  that  so  few  members  of  our  craft  seem  to  realise 
that  education,  and  especially  technical  education,  has  an 
increasing  actual  and  potential  economic  value.  However, 
as  I  was  careful  to  point  out  in  my  address,  the  only  im- 
mediate practical  effect  of  higher  education  in  the  present 
unprotected  and  unorganised  state  of  pharmacy  would  be  to 
set  up  a  demand  on  the  part  of  those  holding  the  higher 
qualification  for  economic  and  social  betterment.  You 
seem  to  think  that  the  pharmacist  is  sufficiently  educated,  if 
not  over-educated,  for  current  requirements,  since  the  work 
for  which  he  has  been  expressly  trained  is  withheld  from 
him ;  but  the  discrepancy  is  merely  a  phase  of  transition 
which  is  bound  to  disappear  when  the  impending  disjunction 
between  the  spheres  of  prescribing  and  dispensing  becomes 
an  accomplished  fact.  In  this  respect,  owing  to  insular 
limitations,  we  are  still  woefully  in  arrears  as  compared 
with  the  rest  of  Europe,  and  even  some  Colonial  countries, 
or  we  would  not  be  in  the  abject  plight  of  still  having  to 
plead  for  the  regimental  rank  that  ought  long  since  to  have 
been  conferred  upon  qualified  men.  As  regards  the  interest- 
ing question  which  you  raise  concerning  the  dissociation  of 
prescribing  and  dispensing,  which  fortunately  prevails  over 
a  considerable  part  of  Scotland,  I  am  sorry  not  to  be  able  to 
offer  an  exhaustive  expiscation  of  the  origin  and  develop- 
ment of  the  system.  It  is  a  curious  feature  of  the  problem 
that  Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland  should  exhibit  the 
aberration  of  independent  variation.  Of  all  the  theories 
propounded,  the  most  probable  one  seems  to  be  that,  apart 
from  the  influence  of  local  conditions,  the  predominance  in 
Scotland  of  the  prescribing-sj'ne-dispensing  system  is  to  be 
attributed  partly  to  a  side-current  of  the  "  Ccntinentalis- 
ing"  process  set  up  by  the  intimate  intercourse  of  Scotland 
and  France,  for  many  generations  before  the  Reformation, 
but  chiefly  to  the  earlier  diffusion  in  Scotland  of  popular 
education.  This  presumption  is  supported  by  the  datum 
that  in  every  known  civilisation  progress  in  the  application 
of  the  principle  of  the  division  of  labour  is  in  a  direct  ratio 
to  the  spread  of  knowledge  among  the  masses.  Hence  it 
seems  a  legitimate  inference  that  as  Scotland  reached  a 
higher  standard  of  general  education  sooner  than  England, 
it  should  also  have  arrived  sooner  at  a  division  between  the 
functions  of  prescribing  and  dispensing.  There  are  historic 
and  economic  reasons  which  go  far  to  account  for  the 
ostensibly  anomalous  case  of  Glasgow  and  the  West,  but, 
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for  the  present,  I  refrain  from  disclosing  these,  alike  in 
mercy  to  your  readers  and  to  Glasgow.

The  Reconsideration  Motion. 
Sir,— I  have  differed  in  opinion  from  Mr.  Wootton  many 
times,  and  I  may  differ  from  him  again,  but  I  agree  with 
every  word  he  said  in  his  recent  Council  speech.  It  appears 
to  have  been  one  of  the  most  lucid  and  able  speeches  ever 
delivered  at  a  Council-meeting,  and,  placed  side  by  side 
with  Mr.  Carteighe's  maunderings  and  wanderings,  it 
shines  with  clearness  and  intelligence.  Everything  points 
to  the  fact  that  we  have  now  travelled  as  far,  in  support  of 
the  Government  Bill,  as  it  is  wise  or  even  safe  to  go.  We 
have,  indeed,  been  led  into  something  like  an  ambuscade  by 
the  Council,  in  sending  petitions  in  support  of  this  Bill  to 
members  of  Parliament.  Retreat  is  difficult,  but  not  im- 
possible, and  now  is  the  time  to  seek  the  path  of  absolute 
opposition  to  the  whole  measure.  We  have  asked  the 
Government  if  there  is  any  hope  of  both  Bills  being  sent 
for  examination  to  a  special  Committee,  and  we  have  been 
curtly  answered,  "  None."  We  have  gone  on  our  knees, 
almost,  to  pray  that  our  titles  might  at  least  be  spared  to 
us,  and  we  have  been  contemptuously  flouted  by  both  the 
House  of  Lords  and  the  Privy  Council.  We  have  pointed 
out  the  necessity  for  having  a  qualified  managing  director 
over  each  limited  company,  even  in  the  public  interest,  and 
we  have  been  answered  in  language  which  amounted  to 
insult.  We  have  tried  to  induce  the  Privy  Council  to  at 
least  confine  unqualified  dealing  in  poisons  to  thinly  popu- 
lated districts,  where  the  danger  to  the  public  would  not  be 
so  great,  and  we  have  been  practically  told  that  we  know 
nothing  of  the  matter.  We  know  that  the  Government  are 
not  going  to  put  before  the  House  of  Commons  a  Bill  which 
in  any  way  represents  our  views.  They  are  going  to  put 
forward  a  Bill  which  was  drawn  up  by  our  avowed  enemies, 
and  it  is  a  Bill  which  leaves  no  room  for  our  many  friends 
in  the  House  of  Commons  to  show  their  sympathy  with  us. 
Did  Mr.  Carteighe  ever  think  there  was  any  hope  of  de- 
feating the  Government  on  a  Pharmacy  Bill  ?  Whatever 
hope  we  may  have  we  will  be  wise  to  abandon  that  one. 

Confiscation  is  not  the  proper  word  to  use  in  speaking  of 
this  Bill.  Confiscation  means  the  taking  away  of  private 
property  for  the  use  of  the  State ;  but  here  we  have  the 
taking  away  of  private  property  not  for  the  use  of  the 
State,  but  for  the  use  of  private  persons — i.e..  company- 
promoters,  dealers  in  poisons,  and  persons  of  that  kind. 
This  is  not  confiscation  :  it  is  highway  robbery.  Our  titles 
cost  us  time  and  money,  just  as  the  stocks  in  our  shops  cost 
us  money,  and  took  time  to  acquire  ;  and  I  consider  it  just 
as  discreditable  in  the  Goyernment  to  take  my  titles 
and  give  them  to  a  company-promoter  as  it  would  be  to 
take  my  shop-stock  and  give  it  to  a  footpad.  We  take  our 
stand  on  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  We  came  into  pharmacy 
under  these  Acts,  we  have  qualified  honourably  under  these 
Acts,  and  we  insist  on  the  State  either  standing  by  them 
or  compensating  us.  This  position  is  just  and  constitu- 
tional. There  is  more  than  public  interest  involved  here — 
there  is  the  honour  and  good  faith  of  the  greatest  State  in 
the  world  at  stake.  We  do  not  demand  what  are  called  our 
privileges — we  demand  justice.  The  meanest  subject  in  the 
land  is  entitled  to  that.  Mr.  Carteighe  says,  "  If,  when 
the  Government  shows  its  hand,  we  do  not  get  a  concession, 
we  are  in  the  same  position  as  before."  Are  we  ?  I  can  well 
believe  that  Mr.  Carteighe  thinks  so,  but  clearer-headed 
men  will  know  better.  It  is  easier  to  defend  one's  property 
before  it  is  stolen  than  it  is  to  get  it  back  after  it  is  stolen. 
Even  if  this  Bill  becomes  law,  I  would  still  be  in  favour  of 
•continued  agitation,  but  I  would  never  close  my  eyes  to  the 
fact  that  the  passing  of  this  Bill  would  render  further 
agitation  almost  hopeless.  Mr.  Carteighe  may  say,  "  Can 
we  gain  anything  by  wailing  ? "  Even  if  we  can  gain 
nothing,  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  throw  away  the 
little  we  have ;  but  the  future  is  more  likely  to  tell  in  our 
favour  than  in  that  of  our  enemies.  Men  like  Viscount 
St.  Aldwyn  may  begin  to  see  that  when  robbery  begins  in 
one  class  it  is  apt  to  spread  to  others,  and  might' even  reach 
the  class  to  which  they  themselves  belong.  Men  of  the 
Lord  Crewe  type  may  see  that  glitter  and  cheapness  cost 
more  in  the  long  run  than  solid  quality  and  fairness.  One 
or  other  of  the  great  drug-companies  may  go  to  the  wall, 


and  cause  great  loss  to  a  section  of  the  people.  That  would 
tell  against  these  companies  sooner  than  any  other  argu- 
ment. There  may,  at  no  distant  date,  be  a  conflict  between 
the  House  of  Lords  and  the  House  of  Commons  which  will 
place  Viscount  St.  Aldwyn  and  men  of  his  type  where  they 
ought  to  have  been  long  ago — that  is,  on  the  shelf,  so  far 
as  legislative  power  goes.  Many  other  circumstances  may 
at  any  time  arise  which  would  tell  in  our  favour.  Mr. 
Carteighe  says,  "  I  do  not  know  what  we  can  do  at  the 
moment."  No.  Mr.  Carteighe  never  has  known  what  we 
could  do  at  any  moment.  He  must  have  been  born  in  a 
quandary  and  sucked  indecision  from  his  feeding-bottle. 
He  has  also  a  short  memory.  He  forgets  that  he  is  not  now 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  still  uses  the 
Ego  et  vox  metis  style  of  language.  "  I  have  spoken  a  little 
warmly  because  it  is  always  awkward  to  defend  oneself," 
he  says.  It  is  not  the  Council,  but  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe 
he  is  defending.  In  other  words,  Mr.  Carteighe  is,  in  his 
own  opinion,  still  the  head,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  his 
opinion  on  this  point  is  sound.  But  what  of  the  Council 
which,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Wootton,  still  follows  this 
leader  after  he  has  ceased  to  be  leader;  and,  above  all, 
what  of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ?  Mr. 
Carteighe  has  head-wagged  the  tail  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  twenty  long  years.  Is  he,  now  that  he  is  tail, 
going  to  reverse  the  process  by  wagging  the  head  for  other 
twenty  years  ?  Are  we  never  to  have  a  Council  which  can 
think  for  itself  and  act  on  its  own  initiative  ?  Are  we 
doomed  for  ever  to  read  our  fate  in  the  opinions  and  actions 
of  Mr.  Carteighe'.'  The  position  is  worse  than  absurd  :  it 
is  maddening.  Mr.  Carteighe  appeared  to  think  Mr. 
Wootton  was  submitting  him  to  a  process  of  "  disembowel- 
ling." Here,  again,  it  is  Mr.  Carteighe  who  is  disem- 
bowelled, not  the  Council.  Oh,  no.  The  other  members 
"have  nothing  to  do  with  the  case."  Let  me  tell  them, 
however,  that  if  the  rank-and-file  arise  in  their  might  to  do 
some  serious  "  disembowelling,"  the  process  will  not,  in  my 
poor  opinion,  be  confined  to  Mr.  Carteighe.  Further,  in 
the  old  days  of  "disembowelling"  there  were  other  two 
processes  scarcely  less  revolting  joined  to  this  form  of 
punishment.  The  Council  had  better  learn  to  act  on  its  own 
initiative,  lest,  at  the  next  opportunity  afforded  to  the 
electors,  not  only  Mr.  Carteighe,  but  all  his  humble 
followers,  be,  metaphorically  speaking,  hanged,  drawn,  and 
quartered.

E"ot-water  Bottles.

Though 
otherwise  perfectly  sound,  their  appearance  is  frequently 
marred  by  minute  superficial  cracks,  finger-marks,  and  want 
of  suppleness.  These  three  defects  may  be  readily  made 
good  by  sponging  the  bottles  over  with  benzine  in  which  a 
little  French  chalk  is  suspended,  and  when  dry  rubbing 
with  a  soft  cloth.  Having  successfully  experimented  in  this 
manner,  I  think  possibly  the  "  tip  "  may  be  of  some  use  to 
brother-retailers.

Trade  Affiliation. 

Sir, — The  letter  of  "  Unity  "  is  certainly  on  right  lines  : 
it  is  only  by  closer  combination  that  we  can  make  ourselves 
felt.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  cannot  from  the  nature 
of  its  constitution  help  us,  and  the  Federation  in  its  efforts 
to  be  a  weak  replica  of  the  parent  Society  is  doomed  to 
failure.  The  very  lowest  class  of  workmen  have  the  in- 
telligence to  combine  for  their  mutual  protection.  There 
is  an  object-lesson  in  the  attitude  of  the  grocers  as  regards 
the  Soap  Trust.  Why  have  we  not  enough  pluck  to  do  the 
same  with  some  of  the  highly  advertised  nostrums  which 
are  cut  down  to  the  no-profit  stage  ?  There  are  local 
associations  in  almost  every  town,  and  it  is  there  the 
initiative  should  lie.  Suppose  for  this  winter  these  Associa- 
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tions  for  two  or  three  meetings  omitted  the  usual  papers, 
and  devoted  the  time  to  some  straight  talks  among  them- 
selves on  trade-union  lines  ?  There  are,  I  believe,  about 
150  members  of  the  local  Association  in  this  city  :  suppose 
they  refused  to  stock  pineapples,  absolutely  refused  to  sell 
to  anyone,  unless  a  better  profit  was  ensured;  or — still 
■  wilder  flight  of  fancy — suppose  these  150  refused  to  employ 
any  assistant  who  had  been  in  the  service  of  an  unqualified 
trader.  I  guess  it  would  cause  sensation  m  pharmaceutical 
circles,  and  other  associations  would  take  heart  and  follow 
this  example.  It  is  only  by  combination  that  we  can  live. 
You  can  get  nothing  in  this  world  if  you  do  not  shout  for 
it,  and  I  maintain  that  we  have  been  long  enough  the  foot- 
ball to  anyone  who  cared  to  play  with  us.  If  only  one  man 
could  be  found  in  each  local  organisation  who  would,  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  insist  on  closer  combination  for 
mutual  benefit,  the  good  work  would  receive  a  splendid 
impetus.

Sir— In  accepting  the  correction  given  in  your  note  on 
the  criticism  of  "  H.  H."  (C .  &  D.,  November  10,  p.  733), 
I  still  think  the  statement  queried  is  not  very  wide  of  the 
mark.  _  "  H.  H."  must  surely  agree  with  me  that  those 
practising  as  chemists,  if  not  qualified,  labour  under  serious 
difficulties  and  risk  of  prosecution— that  is,  if  they  exercise 
the  full  privileges  of  the  Minor  qualification.  The  majority 
of  your  readers,  I  am  sure,  will  echo  the  excellent  senti- 
ments of  your  correspondents  '*  Cymro  "  and  Mr.  Hutcheon 
Ine  latter  is  somewhat  unduly  pessimistic  in  his  considera- 
tions of  the  ultimate  benefits  to  be  derived  from  trade 
affiliation.  I  admit  the  ideal  remedy  for  our  undoubted 
grievances  is,  as  he  suggests,  "compulsory  membership  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society"  and  "statutory  powers  to 
compel  obedience  to  its  by-laws  " ;  but  I  fear  with  him  the 
realisation  of  this  pharmaceutical  millennium  is  somewhat 
Utopian.  Then  why  not  seize  upon  the  next  best  thine*  v_ 
viz  the  organisation  of  qualified  chemists  into  one  solid 
body.  If  labour  organisations  with  but  collective  interests 
are  successful,  there  is  all  the  more  reason  why  a  unity  of 
chemists  should,  and  would,  prove  a  greater  success  Every 
chemist  has  a  real,  tangible,  treasured,  and  individual 
possession  to  protect  in  his  hard-won  title.  Numerous  ad- 
vantages would  accrue  from  combination.  To  mention  but 
one,  would  be  our  ability  to  compel  manufacturers  to  grant 
living  profits  on  the  retail  of  their  products.  What  pro- 
prietor would  dare  to  flout  a  reasonable  demand  if  told  that 
unless  that  demand  was  complied  with  his  article  would  be 
banned  from  practically  every  chemist's  shop  in  the  United 
Kingdom  ?  It  is  almost  useless  to  expect  legislation  to  come 
to  our  rescue,  even  if  successful  in  reserving  to  the  rightful 
owners  the  title  of  "chemist."  Limited  companies  would 
flourish  equally  well  under  the  name  of  "pharmacy"  or 
drug-stores,"  and  the  individual  chemist  would  still  be 
robbed  of  trade  that  should  pass  through  his  hands. 

We  must  work  out  our  own  salvation  ;  by  combining  to  pro- 
tect our  mutual  interests  we  can  do  ourselves  more  good  than 
legislation  will  ever  do  for  us.  Ultimately,  when  welded 
together  into  one  powerful  body,  we  might  obtain  a  hearing 
on  the  banks  of  the  Thames  and  an  acknowledgment  of  our 
]ust  demands.  I  presume  it  is  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  that  we  are  compelled  to  qualify.  When  we  have 
performed  our  part  of  the  contract,  Parliament  should  pro- 
tect us.  In  the  meantime,  while  waiting  for  tardy  justice 
let  us  protect  ourselves.  Let  the  drug-trade  be  controlled 
by  chemists  and  druggists.  Qualified  employers  would  then 
be  m  a  position  to  pay  their  qualified  employes  as  generously 
as  the  pirates  of  our  vocation.  Under  such  conditions,  and 
with  the  supply  of  qualified  labour  strictly  limited  the 
attractive  berths  at  stores  would  soon  be  very  precarious 
Moreover,  given  a  definite  object  in  view  redounding  to  the 
benefit  of  the  whole  craft,  chemists  would  be  loyal  to  each 
other  and  to  themselves.  Yours  faithfully,

Commission  (197/90). — The  Prevention  of  Corruption  Act, 
which  comes  into  force  on  January  1,  1907,  will  not  cover 
such  transactions  as  chemists  giving  commissions  to  medical 
men  and  nurses  unless  it  be  possible  to  prove  that  the  latter 
are  agents  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  the  essential  part 
of  which  is  the  infliction  of  a  penalty,  on  conviction,  of  im- 
prisonment up  to  two  years  or  a  fine  up  to  500Z.,  or  both — 

If  any  agent  corruptly  accepts  or  obtains,  or  agrees  to 
accept  or  attempts  to  obtain,  from  any  person,  for  himself  or  for 
any  other  person,  any  gift  or  consideration  as  an  inducement  or 
reward  for  doing  or  forbearing  to  do,  or  for  having,  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  done,  or  forborne  to  do,  any  act  in  relation  to 
his  principal's  affairs  or  business,  or  for  showing  or  forbearing  to 
show,  favour  or  disfavour  to  any  person  in  relation  to  Ms  prin- 
cipal's affairs  or  business  ;  or 

If  any  person  corruptly  gives,  or  agrees  to  give,  or  offers  any 
gift  or  consideration  to  any  agent  as  an  inducement  or  reward  for 
doing  or  forbearing  to  do,  or  for  having,  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  done  or  forborne  to  do,  any  act  in  relation  to  his  principal's 
affairs  or  business,  or  for  showing,  or  forbearing  to  show,  favour 
or  disfavour  to  any  person  in  relation  to  his  principal's  affairs  or 
busness;  or 

If  any  person  knowingly  gives  to  any  agent,  or  if  any  agent 
knowingly  uses  with  intent  to  deceive  his  principal,  any  receipt, 
account  or  other  document  in  respect  of  which  the  principal  is  in- 
terested, and  which  contains  any  statement  which  is  false  or  erron- 
eous or  defective  in  any  material  particular,  and  which,  to  his 
knowledge,  is  intended  to  mislead  the  principal. 

Imeanit  (204/60). — A  compounder's  licence  is  not  necessary 
for  manufacturing  essences  unless  you  desire  to  export  them. 

Executors'  Rights. — Amicus  (202/45)  asks  us  the  follow- 
ing :  Can  an  executor,  after  having  been  paid  all  dues  and 
demands,  and  after  having  made  out  a  release  of  trustship 
vesting  the  properties  in  the  hands  of  the  two  (only)  legatees, 
still  retain  the  probate  ?  Both  the  legatees  are  alike  in- 
terested, there  being  no  deferred  legacy,  and  they  hold  all 
the  deeds  and  securities  except  probate ;  the  point  of  con- 
tention being,  Is  the  executor  within  his  rights  in  retaining 
the  probate  ?  ("The  executor  is  decidedly  the  proper  person  to 
have  the  custody  of  the  probate,  as  it  is  his  certificate  of  office, 
and  he  would  not  be  justified  in  parting  with  it.]

/.  S.  (202/68). — Your  formula  is  very  good,  but  we  think  it 
would  be  better  if  you  replaced  the  sodii  carb.  with  powdered 
curd  soap.  The  borax  gives  you  sufficient  alkalinity,  and  the 
soda  may  have  a  disastrous  effect  on  some  neck-ties. 

Phenacetin  (196/27). — Aq.  Menth.  Pip.  Conc. — A  formula 
for  this  was  given  in  the  C.  <L  D.,  May  13,  1905,  p.  746— too 
recent  for  us  to  repeat.  You  will  also  find  the  information  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

Claude  (188/13). — The  linseed  oil  containing  water  could 
be  cleared  by  heating,  but  probably  if  you  added  some  plaster 
of  Paris  it  would  absorb  the  water  and  leave  the  oil  clear.  It 
takes  some  time  for  the  plaster  to  settle  out. 

Anti-trust  (199/3). — Caustic  potash  will  only  produce  a  soft 
soap ;  it  is  caustic  soda  that  is  needed  for  hard  soap.  Do  you 
wish  us  to  give  you  a  formula  for  hard  or  soft  soap  ? 

E.  W.  (188/57). — Barograph-paper. — The  paper  used  in  re- 
cording barometers  which  marks  when  a  brass  or  ivory  point 
is  passed  over  it  is  "  loaded  "  with  kaolin  containing  finely 
divided  zinc.  We  will  endeavour  to  obtain  further  particulars 
if  they  will  be  of  use  to  you. 

W.  J.  N.  (189/39). — Coffee  Essence. — It  is  not  advisable  to 
use  salicylic  acid  as  a  preservative  for  coffee  essence.  Most 
recipes  contain  a  proportion  of  glycerin,  and  are  made  up 
with  thick  simple  syrup  so  that  they  keep  well.  In  some  cases 
a  little  rectified  spirit  is  added.  The  one  or  two  bottles  which 
go  wrong  in  each  batch  you  make  may  be  those  which  have 
not  been  properly  corked,  in  which  case  you  should  pay  more 
attention  to  that  detail.

Committee  (Messrs.  H.  C.  Grey,  J.  M.  Powell,  and  H.  J.
